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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 



To the Legislature of the State of Nero York : 

The trustees of the Willard State Hospital have the honor to 
submit their twenty-fourth annual report, together with the 
reports of the treasurer and medical superintendent, for the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1892. 

The treasurer's report shows the receipts and expenditures for 
the year. The vouchers showing the disbursements in detail, 
duplicates of which are on file in the office of the Comptroller, 
were all carefully examined by the auditing committee before 
payment. The books kept by the treasurer have also been 
examined, and it is a pleasure to testify to the neatness and 
accuracy of the work. 

The report of the superintendent shows that there were in the 
hospital, September 30, 1891, 2,070 patients, of which number 
997 were men and 1,073 were women. The same report shows 
that 242 men and 198 women were admitted during the year, 
while 221 men and 174 women Avere discharged during the same 
period, thus leaving in the hospital on the 30th of September, 
1892, 1,018 men and 1,097 women, making a total of 2,115. 
The daily average for the year was 2,062. At the time of the 
writing of the last report the number then in the hospital, 
although less by forty -five than the number remaining at the end 
of the fiscal year just closed, was more than a hundred in excess 
of the capacity of the institution at that time, and a large number 
of cases were in consequence obliged to sleep on temporary beds 
in the corridors. But, by the addition of the new dining-rooms 
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and various changes in the interior arrangement of the wards dur- 
ing the past year, all the discomforts arising from such overcrowd- 
ing have been overcome, and the capacity of the institution has 
been raised from 1,938 to 2,100. It is a source of gratification to be 
able to state that this increase in capacity has been accomplished 
by an expenditure only one-fifth as great as would have been 
necessary had a new building been erected for the accommoda- 
tion of a like number of patients. 

The admissions during the year just closed exceed by 142 the 
admissions for the year preceding. This increase was caused in 
part' by the rules regulating the district system and in part by 
the workings of the State Care Act. ~No fewer than 101 per- 
sons were transferred from other State hospitals, while 135 were 
sent from the insane departments of county poor-houses, making 
a total of 236 among the admissions who had been for a longer 
or shorter period under treatment. Such a large number of 
transfers necessarily lowers the recovery rate. The condition of 
those discharged, and other particulars relating to the medical 
management of the institution, will be found in the superin- 
tendent's report and in the statistical tables compiled in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the State Commission in Lunacy. 

The building of the neiv dining-rooms, the repairs to the laun- 
dry, the erection of fire-escapes, the repairs to wards and other 
improvements provided fcr by legislative appropriations in 1890 
are fully described in the superintendent's report, to which we 
respectfully refer, not deeming it necessary to cover the same 
ground here. 

In addition to the work thus provided for, a great deal has 
been done in the way of construction, equipment and extraordi- 
nary repairs, under the opinion of the Attorney-General that 
it would be proper to make use of the surplus funds which had 
accrued from the current income, " for furnishing the hospital 
with all such conveniences, appliances, and improvements as in 
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the judgment of the managers might be necessary or proper for 
the health, comfort and mental improvement of its inmates." As 
the greatest need of the institution was considered to be a good- 
sized assembly hall large enough to admit half of the population 
of the hospital, plans were procured early in the year for a house 
of suitable size and construction, to be used for both religious and 
secular gatherings. They were duly approved, the contract was 
let, ground was broken on the seventh of April, and the work has 
gone on steadily since that time. It is expected that the hall will 
be completed early next year. 

Our steadily increasing number of patients has called for an 
increase in the number of cows in order to supply milk to all who 
need it. The question of pasturage could only be met by the 
purchase of additional land. After examining all the available 
land in the immediate neighborhood, 200 acres were purchased a 
short distance from the main building, and possession was taken 
on the first of April. The experience during the past six months 
has shown that the choice of the land was good and that the 
purchase was a wise one. Another purchase of land was neces- 
sitated by the fact that a small lot of about an acre lay directly 
between a portion of the State farm and the street, thus forming 
a barrier to the easy access to the lots beyond. In order to pre- 
vent its use for purposes injurious to the hospital, it was deemed 
best to secure title to the property, and the purchase was made. 

In addition to the contract for "Hadley Hall," and the pur- 
chase of the farm and lot just mentioned, other improvements of 
less magnitude have been undertaken under the same conditions. 
Two new boilers have been put in at the branch ; tile floors have 
been laid in the kitchens, store-rooms, and the hallways leading to 
the kitchens, in cottages Nos. 2, 3 and 4 ; a portable engine has 
been purchased for general use; new electric watchman's time 
detectors have been introduced in all the detached buildings ; new 
tea and coffee urns have been placed in position in the kitchens 
[Assembly, No. 10.] 2 
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of all of the cottages ; the amount of fire protection has been 
largely increased ; considerable steam-pipe covering has been put 
on ; much has been done to add to the comfort of the wards, and 
many changes have been made in their interior to make them 
conform to the modern requirements of a hospital for the insane ; 
a new tool-house is under way for the safe storage of farm imple- 
ments, and new farm machinery has been purchased; a mile 
of railroad track, with the necessary accompaniments of ties, 
frogs, switches, spikes, fish-plates, etc., has been purchased 
and laid, and the whole course of the road has been changed 
in order to meet the new conditions. The entire outside of 
the main building has been painted and a large force of 
painters, carpenters and masons has been kept busy repairing and 
improving the condition of the various buildings. 

In order to show accurately the extent of the improvements 
undertaken and accomplished without the aid of special appro- 
priations, a summary of the unusual expenditures during the year 



is herewith given :

Had it not been for the fact that the gradual accumulation of 
years had resulted in the formation of a considerable surplus, 
which the opinion of the Attorney-General made it possible and 
proper to use, special appropriations would have been necessary for 
all the expenditures above specified. But, owing to our fortunate 
financial condition last year, not a penny was asked for from the 
Legislature. Such a showing, however, can not be made again, for 
when we shall have canceled all the obligations which we are 
already under there will be but little left of the amount which the 
treasurer shows as u balance on hand" September 30,1892. A 
large amount remains unpaid on the contract for " Hadley 
Hall,' 7 and a considerable expenditure will be necessary for 
scenery, furniture and decoration before it will be in condition for 
use. The purchase of a new railroad engine will probably be a 
necessity in the near future and the changes already begun, neces- 
sitated by the change in route of the Lehigh Valley railroad, will 
entail a large expense. The new tool-house is yet to be finished 
and many changes in the various buildings are under way. The 
tea and coffee urns are yet to be paid for, as they were not finished 
in time to include their cost among the bills of the last month of 
the fiscal year. It will, therefore, be seen that the figures shown in 
the treasurer's report would be misleading without an explanation, 
as the " balance on hand " takes no account of the payments still 
to be made on the contracts already entered into. Added to this 
is the fact that our income shows a marked decrease this year over 
that of a year ago. For the year ending September 30, 1891, the 
receipts from counties for patients' board amounted to $318,418.89, 
while the income for the support of all patients, both public and 
private, for the year just closed, was only $303,694.79, showing a 
falling off of $14,724.10. The amount received would allow an 
expenditure of but two dollars and eighty-three cents per week 
per capita, while we shall hereafter find it difficult to clothe 
and properly care for the patients, and keep up the repairs,

which each year grow heavier, upon less than three dollars per 
capita. It is, of course, apparent that the management of a 
mixed hospital must be more expensive than that of one for the 
chronic insane only. Where the acute insane are cared for, the 
number of attendants must be largely increased, the dietary must 
be better, the surroundings must be more cheerful, and many 
things must be done to promote recovery, all of which necessarily 
add to the expense of maintenance. It will, therefore, be seen 
that we shall not have opportunity in the future to increase our 
surplus, but, on the other hand, it will require the most careful 
management to prevent a deficit. With this explanation we 
approach the important subject of the needs for another year, 
for w^hich legislative appropriations must be asked. These needs 
are so fully explained in the report of the superintendent that it 
is unnecessary to do more than append a list of them here, with

We have given very careful consideration to all of the items 
above mentioned, and are fully convinced that everything asked 
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for is actually necessary and that the improvements cannot be 
made unless the Legislature provides the means. The buildings, 
many of which were originally erected at a very low cost, have 
now reached that point where extensive repairs are necessary in 
order to keep them in a condition of usefulness. Many of the 
insane have destructive tendencies, and even where buildings are 
erected in the most substantial manner, the effects of their 
destructive habits are apparent in the course of a few years. The 
cheaper the construction, the sooner repairs will be required, 
and the more difficult it will be to keep the buildings in suitable 
condition. The judicious expenditure at this time of the amount 
desired for repairs to the main building and cottages will go far 
towards preventing much larger expenditures in the future. 

The enviable financial record of the hospital and the fact that 
its trustees have never gone to the Legislature for assistance when 
it was possible to do without it, should be sufficient proof of the 
necessity of the appropriation asked for now. 

The only change to note in the medical staff is the appoint- 
ment, under civil service rules, of Dr. Thos. J. Currie, formerly 
of the Harlem Hospital. 

Among the assistant officers we have to record the resignation 
of Mrs. Rachel M. Weaver after eleven years of faithful service. 
The vacancy thus caused was filled by the appointment of Mrs. 
Sarah VanHouten, who had before filled a similar position in the 
hospital, and was, therefore, familiar with the work. 

It has been the good fortune of the managers of this hospital to 
have been able to secure from the time of its establishment super- 
intendents of the highest grade of qualifications. It is, indeed, 
to their wisdom and devotion to their work that this institution 
owes its great usefulness and success, and it is with pleasure that 
we here record our testimony that the excellence and efficiency 
of its administration under its present superintendent, Dr. 
Pilgrim, has not been greater at any time in its history. 
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We desire also heartily to commend the continued fidelity and 
efficiency of the other officers, as well as of the attendants and 
employ6s, in the performance of their respective duties.

GrENEKAL histoey. 

Admissions. — Of the 440 cases admitted, 163 were brought 
from their homes, 102 were transferred from other State hos- 
pitals, in order to get them into the district in which they 
belonged, six were sent from private institutions, 135 were trans- 
ferred from county asylums and alms-houses, under the State 
Care Act, thirty were brought from jails, and four had been 
inmates of the Soldiers' and Sailors' Home, at Bath. 
[Assembly, No. 10.] 3 
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Discharges. — Of the fifty-seven patients discharged as 
improved, forty-nine were taken to their homes, one was dis- 
charged by the court, three eloped, three were transferred to 
other State hospitals, and one was removed to the Soldiers' and 
Sailors' Home. 

Of the 115 discharged as unimproved, twelve were taken 
home, three eloped, eighty-nine were transferred to other State 
hospitals, upon the order of the Commission in Lunacy, and 
eleven were sent, upon orders of the court, to the State Asylum 
for Insane Criminals at Matteawan. Bonds guaranteeing safe 
custody, peaceable behavior and comfortable maintenance with- 
out further public charge were furnished for twenty-one of the 
patients discharged as improved and for six of those who were 
discharged as unimproved. 

Number under treatment. — The greatest number of patients 
in the hospital on any one day during the year was 2,117, the 
smallest 1,970, and the daily average population was 2,062. 

I am glad to be able to state that the usual complaint of over- 
crowding need not now be repeated, for, as elsewhere explained, 
the changes which have been made during the past twelve 
months have increased the capacity of the hospital sufficiently to 
enable us to care for our increased number with comfort. 

Percentage of recoveries. — Owing to the large number of 
transfers to and from the hospital the percentage of recoveries is 
a trifle less than it was last year. The cause of this falling off 
will be easily understood by an examination of table No. 4, 
which shows that of the MO cases admitted, no fewer than 321 
were suffering from chronic insanity, terminal dementia, general 
paralysis, epilepsy with insanity, imbecility and idiocy. It will 
thus be seen that nearly seventy-five per cent of all the cases 
admitted were manifestly incurable. If we deduct the cases of 
insanity in a subacute form, in which recovery can not always 
be safely predicted, we have but thirteen per cent left to be 
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classed as really hopeful cases. Added to this, a large number 
were in very feeble physical health, and more than sixty per 
cent, were beyond middle life. Under such conditions even 
the most sanguine could not expect a large recovery rate, as " the 
fault is not of the art, but of the patient." Table No. 11, which 
shows the duration of insanity previous to admission illustrates 
very forcibly the value of early hospital treatment. Of the 
thirty-one cases discharged as recovered, twenty-four had been 
insane less than six months, while only four were cured where 
treatment had been neglected for a year. Surely the lesson 
which these few figures teach is plain enough to be understood by 
all, for they show, more forcibly than words, how rapidly the 
chances for recovery diminish as the months pass by without 
hospital aid. 

Deaths. — The number of deaths during the year was 191, ninety- 
three men and ninety-eight women, which gives a percentage of 
9.2 on the average daily population. This rather large percent- 
age is not due to any unusual occurrence, but simply to the fact 
that nearly all had reached that period of life when death was 
to be expected. More than eighty per cent were beyond middle 
life, while several had reached extreme old age. 

Two of the deaths were self -sought, but, as all the particulars 
were reported to you at previous meetings, it is unnecessary to 
say more than that the coroner, who was notified in both instances, 
considered official inquiries unnecessary, as there were no circum- 
stances in either case to suggest carelessness or blame. 

The average duration of insane life of those who died during 
the year was a little more than fourteen years. 

Occupation and Recreation. 
Occupation. — Occupation is now considered one of the most 
important elements in the successful treatment of the insane, and 
a great deal of attention has been given to the subject in this 
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hospital during the past two years. To show the gradual and 
steady growth in this direction it is only necessary to call atten- 
tion to the fact that in 1890 but thirty-five per cent of the 
patients were engaged in any useful occupation; in 1891 the per- 
centage was increased to forty-two, and the hope was expressed 
that it might be brought up to fifty per cent during the following 
year. It is with no little gratification, therefore, that I am able to 
state that the wish was not only fulfilled, but the more satis- 
factory figure of fifty-four per cent was reached. Of course, 
many are too disturbed or too feeble to do anything useful, and 
often it is difficult to get those who are strong enough to work 
interested in any form of regular occupation. Idlers can be found 
here, as well as in the outside world, but their number is gradually 
growing less. Some find pleasure in ward work, others are hap- 
pier in the fields, while still others are more contented in the shops 
It can be readily understood that it is no easy task to 
find suitable employment for more than eleven hundred 
patients. The physical as well as the mental condition 
must be considered, for the chief aim is to make labor sub- 
servient to the patient's good. The farm and grounds afford 
occupation for the bulk of the men, while the sewing-room, the 
dining-rooms and the kitchens furnish work for a large number of 
women. Idle hands are the bane of asylum life, while busy 
fingers are better than drugs. It is not too much to say that occu- 
pation is our chief reliance in treatment. The kind is of little 
importance. It may be manual labor, school, or amusement in 
its many forms. The one thing essential is to arouse the interest 
of the patient, for, as Pascal says: "However full of sadness a 
man may be, he is happy for the time if you can only get him to 
enter into some diversion." 

School for patients. — The school for patients during the past 
year was under the experienced direction of Prof. Asa Boothby. 
There was an average attendance of thirty, the sexes being about 
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equally divided. Many attend for a few weeks and then drop 
out, while others leave for home upon recovery. The general 
average, therefore, gives but little idea of the total number who 
attended the school for a longer or shorter period. Fifteen among 
the number were discharged as recovered, and the results have 
been satisfactory enough to warrant the continuance of the school 
for the coming winter. In fact, it may now be considered an 
established feature of the hospital. During the winter months 
four very good entertainments were furnished by the patients. 
They consisted of music, essays, readings, etc., and were enjoyed 
by the large number of patients who attended. 

Amusements. — The management of the entertainments in a hos- 
pital of this character is a matter of considerable importance, and 
it entails a great deal of worry and hard work upon the one in 
charge. During the past season the dramatic entertainments were 
managed by Dr. Bamford, while the dances were directed by Dr. 
Frost. Mr. James L. Crane also rendered valuable assistance and 
did much towards making the entertainments successful. The 
weekly entertainments and dances during the winter, and the occa- 
sional sleighing parties which the unusual amount of snow made 
possible, were replaced during the summer by open-air concerts 
in front of the various buildings. The band is now in excellent 
condition and is a source of great pleasure. A new feature in 
the entertainment line was the inauguration of field day sports, 
which made the thirteenth of August one of the pleasantest in 
the year. There were thirty prizes in all, for which a large 
number of patients competed. Several hundred patients and 
numerous outsiders witnessed the sports, and the first attempt 
was so successful that they will be made a regular feature of the 
summer entertainments. On the fourth of July there was a 
satisfactory display of fireworks under the direction of Dr. 
Hopkins. On both occasions the band added to the pleasure by 
rendering appropriate selections. 
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Our treasurer's praiseworthy act in establishing a fund for the 
purpose of furnishing amusements for the patients, and to which 
he so generously contributes, enables us to make the following 
satisfactory statement in regard to

Medical Staff and Nurses. 
The medical staff. — All of the physicians who were with us at 
the close of the last fiscal year still remain. This is a cause for 
congratulation, for changes in the medical staff are generally to 
be regretted. The more accustomed a physician becomes to his 
work the greater are his opportunities for making his services 
valuable to the institution which he serves. The number of assist- 
ants was increased last November by the appointment of Dr. 
Thomas. J. Currie. Dr. Currie had had experience in a general 
hospital in Harlem, and was duly qualified for appointment 
according to the civil service rules governing such cases. His 
appointment has increased the efficiency of the service, but the 
staff is still smaller than it should be. The necessity for an ade- 
quate medical staff in hospitals for the insane is being recognized 
in other quarters, and last winter the trustees of the Binghamton 
State Hospital secured the passage of an act authorizing them to 
increase their staff to a point not exceeding one assistant physician 
for each 200 patients. Our proportion is but one to 300 patients, 
and even when all the medical officers are on duty the infirmary 
for men is unprovided for, the work of that department being 
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performed by the physician who lives at No. 3. With another 
assistant it would be possible to place a physician in every group 
of buildings, but, as the present appropriation for salaries is fully 
used, the increase cannot now be made. 

The labors of the regular staff were considerably lightened 
during the summer months by the appointment of George 
O'Hanlon, F. B. Packer, F. E. Bowlby and George F. Eogan as 
clinical assistants. They performed a greal deal of the routing 
work, such as minor surgery, feeding, note-taking, etc., which 
was no less beneficial to themselves than to the hospital. As 
suggested in my last report if this practice were more general 
than it is it would afford medical students an opportunity of 
gaining valuable experience in a branch of medicine of which ,as 
a general thing, they learn little in the schools. 

Mr. Clarence Farr was appointed as apothecary at the begin- 
ning of the year, and has performed his duties in a very satisfactory 
manner. 

Training school for nurses. — The experience of each year but 
emphasizes the importance of having trained and experienced 
nurses for the daily care of the sick ones in our charge. The 
changes which have taken place in this direction during the last 
decade have been very marked, and each year the standard is 
raised and the service correspondingly improved. During the 
past year the school connected with this hospital has been suc- 
cessfully conducted by the members of the medical staff, who 
devoted a good deal of time and energy to the work. As a result 
a class of four men and five women was graduated May 31, 1892. 
Our aim has been to give instruction which would be of benefit 
to the attendants in their daily work, and the ornamental has 
been sacrificed altogether to the useful. 

The duties of an attendant are of the most responsible character, 
and I am sure that those unacquainted with the subject have but 
a faint appreciation of the anxieties and trials which are the daily 
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experience of those engaged in this arduous work. They must 
maintain their self-control under all circumstances, and must learn 
to patiently submit to exasperating insults and even to personal 
violence. It is not to be wondered at, therefore, that occasionally 
one is found wanting, but on the other hand, it is both surprising 
and gratifying that so few prove recreant to their trusts. In 
acknowledging the efforts of the attendants at Willard to main- 
tain a high standard of care, I but pay a just tribute to their 
work. 

Improvements. 

New chapel and assembly hall. — The new assembly hall, 
which by resolution of the trustees is to be known as " Hadley 
Hall," in honor of the President of the Board, is well under way 
and will probably be ready for use early next year. When com- 
pleted it will be a valuable addition to the hospital plant, and no 
other institution will be better equipped in that direction. The 
value of amusements and occupation for insane persons is no 
longer a matter of doubt, and no hospital for the insane can be 
considered to be in a position to do effective work unless well 
provided with the means of carrying out, what all alienists admit 
to be, the most valuable aids in the treatment of mental maladies. 

By converting the old assembly hall and the old chapel into 
apartments for men and women employes respectively, the wards 
will be relieved to the extent of at least sixty, and the capacity of 
the hospital will be increased proportionately. It will thus be 
seen that the building of the new hall will cost considerably less 
than it would have cost to increase the capacity of the hospital to 
the same extent by an additional building for ward purposes, and 
it is easy to see how much more is accomplished by the course 
pursued. 

Addition to laundry — The addition to the laundry, which was 
made in order to bring the whole plant on the first floor, was finished 
during the year, and has been in successful operation for several 
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months. The entire system of the drying-house was rearranged, 
by which the number of horses was materially reduced and 
much needed space secured. Considerable new machinery 
has been purchased and the building has been so arranged 
that the work is very much expedited. A new feature in 
connection with the laundry plant is the conversion of an old 
barn into a hand laundry. The barn is conveniently located, being 
near to Nos. 2 and 4, cottages for quiet women, and the dozen 
washtubs are in constant use. All who have had experience in 
the management of a hospital for the insane know how prone the 
patients, and even attendants, are to convert the bath-rooms into 
primitive laundries, and how often, despite rules ai\d regulations 
to the contrary, the evidence of their work is seen hanging from 
the windows. The introduction of the hand-laundry has over- 
come this entirely, and now both patients and attendants are 
permitted, under certain restrictions, to do their own washing. 
This has been a source of comfort to many, and a means of 
lessening, in no small degree, the amount of work in the general 
laundry. 

New workshop. — The changes in the laundry left the upper 
floor unoccupied, and the space thus vacated has been converted 
into a very complete industrial plant. The large room, which 
was formerly the " distributing-room," is now used as a workshop 
for men, and there a large number of patients may be seen daily 
engaged in the making of mattresses, shoes, etc. The old ironing- 
room has been likewise changed into a workshop for women, where 
many fingers are kept busy making coats, vests, trousers, shirts, 
dresses and other articles of apparel for both men and women 
patients. A table with six manufacturing sewing machines, 
driven by steam power, has been introduced, thus overcoming 
the hardest part of the labor in the manufacture of clothing. 
The matron's department, with its various store-rooms, has also 
been removed to this building. She now has all her stores 
[Assembly, No. 10.] 4 
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centered at one point, and the work is so systematized that she 
has the entire sewing department under her constant observation. 
The changes above outlined have been of very great advantage, 
and the efficiency of the industrial department has been greatly 
increased by this centralization of forces. Another advantage of 
very great importance is the fact that the sewing patients are 
forced to take a fair amount of exercise daily by walking from 
the buildings in which they are located to the shops. When the 
sewing was done in rooms next to the wards the patients often 
got but little exercise, but now the daily walk is a matter of 
necessity and a sufficient amount of outdoor exercise a certainty. 
This change has also resulted in increasing the capacity of the 
hospital by fourteen, as the two rooms on the wards formerly 
used as sewing-rooms have been converted into dormitories, with 
seven beds in each. 

New dining-rooms. — The new dining-rooms, for which a>n 
appropriation was made in 1890, were completed several months 
ago and have been in successful operation long enough to prove 
that the changes brought about by their erection have been of the 
utmost advantage to the institution. Instead of eighteen small, 
unattractive and crowded rooms, we have six large, airy and well 
ventilated dining-rooms, which will compare favorably in attrac- 
tiveness with the dining-rooms in the majority of hotels. In some 
instances the long tables have been replaced by round ones, thus 
giving the rooms a cozy and homelike appearance. In addition 
to the amount saved in wages, the waste is noticeably less. On 
the men's side where women have replaced men in the work, the 
change has been very great, and no one familiar with the condi- 
tions existing before the change can fail to note the improvement. 
The building of the additions for dining-rooms gave an opportu- 
nity to erect two handsome, as well as useful, outside stairways, 
which not only serve as ordinary means of ingress and egress, but 
also provide safe and comfortable fire-escapes. Added to all these 
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minor advantages, the greater one of increasing the capacity of 
the institution by more than eighty beds was brought about. The 
old dining-rooms were converted into dormitories for patients, and 
thus by the expenditure of less than $11,000 increased accommo- 
dation has been furnished which would have cost the State 
considerably more than $40,000 had a new building been erected 
for that number. The overcrowding which existed last year has 
been overcome, and now no patient is obliged to sleep on the 
floor, as was then the case. 

In addition to the building of the new dining-rooms connected 
with the main building, an effort has been made to improve the 
appearance and the service of those connected with the cottages. 
As has been elsewhere stated, new tile floors have been put in the 
kitchens, small sculleries have been built outside, where all the 
dishwashing is done, table cloths have been added, and new tea 
and coffee urns have been supplied. Instead of the primitive 
way of making tea and coffee in kettles, it is now made in 
attractive, nickel-plated urns. In four instances smaller urns 
have been placed directly in the dining-rooms, thus securing the 
service of tea and coffee freshly made and acceptably hot. As 
one improvement often necessitates another, the improvement in 
service has been followed by a corresponding improvement in the 
dietary. 

New furniture, repairs to wards, etc. — j\. great deal of new 
furniture has been purchased and placed upon the wards, and a 
number of painters, carpenters, and plasterers have been kept busy 
repairing and beautifying various parts of the institution. The 
Branch, or Infirmary for women, has been renovated and decor- 
ated throughout, and it now presents a remarkably cheerful 
appearance. The lower floor of the main building, consisting of 
three wards each for men and women, is also in excellent condi- 
tion. Among the articles of furniture purchased were five pianos, 
a music box, and a billiard table. Every building in which 
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there are women has now a piano, while the women's depart- 
ment in the main building has two. The experience of the past 
year has confirmed my belief in regard to the utility of music as a 
means of amusement for women, and almost daily something 
occurs to make me feel that no better investment could have been 
made. I have seen a patient apparently too demented to notice 
anything, sit down at the piano and play with skill and pleasure. 
Again, I have seen a destructive patient control her violent ten- 
dencies for hours under the promise of being allowed to gratify 
her taste for music by being taken to the ward upon which the 
piano was placed. While the effect has been marked only in 
exceptional cases, the introduction of the piano has, in every 
instance, afforded pleasure and amusement to the majority of the 
occupants of the ward upon which it has been placed. Indeed, 
in some of the buildings, in order to give satisfaction and prevent 
jealousy, it has been necessary to move the piano about, leaving 
it for a time upon each ward. It would be manifestly impracti- 
cable to furnish every ward of an institution of the size of Willard 
with a musical instrument, but a great deal of the tedium of 
asylum life has been overcome by what has already been done. 
The men on the convalescent ward also have a piano, a music box 
and a billiard table. The latter purchase has been eminently satis- 
factory, and the pleasure which it affords the patients is abun- 
dant proof that the purchase was well made. Cards, dominoes 
and checkers are furnished without stint. The reading matter 
has been greatly increased by subscription and donation, so that, 
in addition to the papers acknowledged in another place, the 
patients are supplied with four daily and Sunday New York 
papers, two copies each of Romance, Ladies' Home Journal, Frank 
Leslie's Budget, Pleasant Hours, Frank Leslie's Popular Monthly 
and Munsey's Magazine. Arrangements are about completed by 
which all the books which are scattered about the wards of the 
different buildings (about 1,600 in all) will be gathered in one 
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room and put in charge of one person, who will manage the dis- 
tribution of the books just as an ordinary circulating library is 
managed. When not otherwise engaged she will be required to 
read to the convalescent patients a portion of each day, and thus 
carry out the idea which Dr. Kirkbride originated a half century 
ago when he introduced " reading companions " in the wards of 
the Pennsylvania Hospital for the Insane. In fact there has 
been throughout the year a systematic effort to change the chan- 
nel of morbid thoughts, as well as to render asylum life less 
monotonous, by the introduction of suitable forms of amusement 
and occupation. It must not, however, be imagined that all these 
things are being done as a matter of sentiment or for the sake of 
making the care of the insane expensive and their lives luxurious. 
On the contrary, it is thought that the State will be best served 
by doing everything that can be done to increase the number of 
cures, and thus lessen the burden of chronicity. 

Increase of capacity. — Up to a year ago the normal capacity of 
the institution was considered to be 1,938, and as we then had an 
average of 2,050 patients, more than a hundred were compelled to 
sleep upon the floor or in cots placed nightly in the corridors 
and removed during the day. But, by building the additions for 
the new dining-rooms and turning the abandoned ones into dormi- 
tories, by adding a bed here and there, where space would permit, 
and by finding sleeping apartments off of the wards for several 
employes who had no ward duties to perform, the capacity has 
been gradually increased until now 2,100 patients, 1,000 men and 
1,100 women, can be comfortably cared for. And, paradoxical 
as it may seem, the capacity of the institution has been increased 
by 162 beds, although not a single ward has been added to 
the hospital.. This entire increase, which would have cost the 
State $89,100 had a building been erected under the State Care 
Act at a per capita cost of $550, has been brought about by an 
expenditure of about $11,000 for new dining-rooms and about 
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one-half that sum for interior alterations. There are still some 
changes in contemplation which will further increase our capacity 
by at least fifty, so that we shall be safe in saying that by the 
end of another year our capacity will be at least 2,150. 

Wight service. — The night service in the main building has 
been considerably increased during the past year. Where there 
was formerly but one night attendant on each side of the house 
there are now six. This change was found necessary on account 
of the increase in the number of suicidal and feeble and filthy 
cases, and also by the desire to put all epileptics under night care. 
In consequence of this improvement in the night service, cham- 
bers have been done away with to a very great extent. On the 
convalescent wards, and on the wards where there is night ser- 
vice, the room doors are left unlocked, thus giving the patients 
free access to the closets during the night. The advantage of 
discarding the objectionable and dangerous vessel is one which 
only a hospital physician can appreciate. The capacity of both 
the infirmary and branch, buildings for feeble and filthy patients, 
has been taxed to the utmost limit, and it has been necessary to 
arrange for the care of many such cases in the main building. A 
ward on each side has been assigned to that class, and night 
nurses have been put in charge. The proportion of night attend- 
ants to the average population is now one to sixty-six, 
whereas a year ago it was one to eighty-five. Fortunately the 
time has passed when it was only thought necessary to keep the 
insane confined on the wards during the day and locked securely 
in their rooms at night. Among the many advances in asylum 
management during the past few years, not the least has been 
the effort to make night care compare favorably with that of the 
day. 

The spray lath. — Upon the suggestion of Commissioner Brown 
spray baths have been introduced in the infirmaries for both men 
and women. They have been found very satisfactory in every 
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way and far superior to the ordinary tub. By their use a great 
saving of water is effected, the bathing can be done in much less 
time, absolutely clean water for each patient is guaranteed, and 
above all the possibility of accident is entirely overcome. Many 
other improvements have taken place in regard to bathing, the 
most important being regular and systematic medical supervision. 
Dr. Putnam has rendered good service in regularly inspecting the 
bathing on the wards for women, while similar duties are required 
of the men who have charge of the several divisions. 

Requirements. 

Increase of electric-light plant. — Two years ago the desirability 
of increasing the capacity of our electric-light plant sufficiently 
to light all the buildings was discussed, and the Legislature was 
asked to grant an appropriation for the purpose. The request 
was, however, denied, and since then nothing has been done in 
regard to the matter. But the time has come when the question 
should be no longer postponed, for it is now the most pressing 
need of the institution. The branch, with 260 patients, the infir- 
mary, with 180 patients, and Nos. 1 and 3, with 265 patients each, 
are lighted by gas, while only the main building and ISfos. 2 and 
4 are lighted by electricity. The gas plant, which was at one time 
of sufficient capacity, is now, on account of the increase of build- 
ings, too small to furnish the supply required, and often the light 
is so poor that in winter it is difficult to properly do the evening 
work, while reading is altogether out of the question. The gas is 
made from crude oil and the smoke which arises from it, when 
there is a sufficient volume to produce anything like a satisfactory 
light, blackens the ceilings and adds materially to the painters' 
work, and thus acts as a constant source of expense over and 
above the constant expense of maintaining the plant. While the 
electric light would be expensive in the beginning, it would be 
economy in the end, for, after its installation, the cost of main- 
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tainingit would be but little greater than the cost of maintaining 
a plant only half large enough as we now do, and it would cer- 
tainly be less expensive than the maintenance of both an electric 
.and gas plant, which is a necessity under the present circum- 
stances. The superiority and greater safety of electricity over 
gas as a means of illumination in hospitals for the insane is uni- 
versally conceded, and, upon such grounds, the extension of our 
present plant has been frequently recommended by the State Com- 
mission in Lunacy. The estimated cost is $17,500. It is a matter 
which should not be postponed and its importance should be 
urged upon the incoming Legislature. 

Additional fire-escapes. — Two years ago an appropriation of 
$2,000 was obtained for the erection of fire-escapes, but it was 
not enough to do all which should be done in that direction. If 
a like amount could be obtained this year it would enable us to 
add two more to the main building, and also to replace with iron 
the four sets of old stone steps leading to the first floor, which are 
in such bad condition that their renewal is a necessity. 

Steel ceilings. — During the past two years quite a number of 
steel ceilings have been put up in the main building in place of 
the old plaster ceilings, and their beauty of design has added 
greatly to the appearance of the wards in which they have been 
placed. Many more are needed, as in a number of the wards the 
old ceilings are in a dangerous condition. Large pieces frequently 
fall without warning, and it is no exaggeration to say that the 
safety of the patients is at times jeopardized by such accidents. 
In one instance a piece at least a yard square fell unexpectedly, 
some of it striking on the head of one of the patients. The services 
of the mason are constantly required to give the wards a respect- 
able appearance. Although steel costs about twice as much as 
plaster in the beginning, it is far cheaper in the end. Its use is 
therefore a matter of economy, aside from the advantages which 
it possesses in regard to appearance and safety, and the saving 
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of expense and trouble for repairs. Twenty-five hundred dollars 
would, I think, put the main building in good condition in this 
respect. 

Furniture. — The appropriation granted two years ago for 
repairs and the purchase of furniture has been expended, and I 
think any one who remembers the appearance of some of our 
wards at that time would say that it had been wisely used could 
they see the same wards now. The wards on the first floor on each 
side of the maiu building have been entirely renovated and refur- 
nished, and they now compare favorably, in appearance and com- 
fort, with the wards of any hospital in the State. The second and 
third floors, however, have had but little done to them, and their 
appearance is in marked contrast to the ones which have been 
repaired. As it is impossible to get over more than one floor in a 
year, I would suggest that an effort be made to secure an appro- 
priation of $5,000 for the purpose of putting the wards of the 
second department in good condition. I am sure that such an 
amount could be wisely expended and that it would be to the 
interest of the State to make the expenditure now, for the longer 
the repairs are postponed the greater will be the expense. 

Repairs at No. 2. — During the summer new tile floors have 
been put in the kitchens of No. 2 and the store-rooms con- 
nected therewith. A great deal of work has been done in 
repairing the foundation. The building is now in a condition 
where interior renovation is an absolute necessity. The dining- 
rooms and several of the wards need new ceilings and a great 
deal of the flooring needs replacing. It will cost at least $6,000 
to put the building in good repair, and the Legislature should be 
asked to grant that amount. 

Engme-house and fire protection. — A great deal has been 
done in the way of increasing our fire protection during the past 
two years, and we are now fairly equipped in that direction. It 
is, however, imperative that we have a central engine-house if we 
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34 [Assembly, 

are to do effective work in case of an emergency. Our steamer is 
kept in the boiler-house at the Branch, a distance of a mile from 
the main building, while the nearest horses are half a mile from 
the engine, at the farm barn. The recent burning of the post- 
master's house, near the main building, gave us a valuable lesson, 
and taught us that our engine would be of but little use in case one 
of our own buildings should need its help. As soon as the alarm 
was given, word was telephoned to the barn, and the horses were 
sent with all possible haste to the branch for the fire-engine. 
Although no time was wasted, it was almost half an hour before 
the steamer arrived at the scene of the fire. Word was sent at 
the same time to the members of the fire company at Ovid, three 
miles distant, and they were upon the ground almost as soon as 
our own engine had reached there. We could not help realizing 
that we were not in as good a position to combat fire as we should 
be, when we remember that more than twenty-one hundred helpless 
persons may at any time owe their safety, and even their lives, to 
our efforts. If the hospital were situated near a populous town, 
where help could be easily summoned, the case would be quite 
different, but as it is we must rely entirely upon ourselves in case 
of need, and on that account require much more protection than 
hospitals generally do. We have the population of a good-sized 
village and should have, at least, equal facilities for fighting fire. 
As I have said, we are fairly equipped, and have a steam fire 
engine, chemical engine and experienced men. What we now 
need is a central fire engine house with sleeping apartments for 
three or four men and space for stabling a team. We should also 
have a hook and ladder truck, 1,500 feet of good hose and a 
reliable fire-alarm system. With such provision we would be in 
a good condition should we ever be unfortunate enough to need 
the service of a fire brigade, and we would have the satisfaction 
of knowing that we had not been derelict in our duty or neglect- 
ful of the safety of the helpless ones in our charge. Only one 
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who has had experience in the management of a hospital for the 
insane can appreciate the amount of anxiety occasioned by the 
dread of fire. An appropriation of $5,500 would be about what 
we should need to place our fire department in good condition. 

Addition to bam. — The enlargement of the east barn has 
long been needed. Since making the addition to our farm by the 
recent purchase of 200 acres of land, the necessity for it is more 
apparent than ever before. It is estimated that the work can be 
done at a cost of $1,600. 

Alterations in old cha/pel and assembly A&ZZ.-^Upon the com- 
pletion of " Hadley Hall " the old chapel, and the building now 
used for dramatic entertainments should be rearranged and con- 
verted into quarters for employes. This matter has been fre- 
quently discussed, and I think it is well understood that the 
changes contemplated would add greatly to the efficiency of the 
service as well as to the comfort of the employes. The old 
assembly hall can be quite easily altered so as to give quarters for 
thirty-two men, and the old chapel can be arranged to accommo- 
date a like number of women. The rooms thus obtained will be 
used not alone for employes who do not perform ward duty, but 
for night nurses and attendants who now sleep, or try to do so, on 
the wards, where they are often subjected to numerous sleep-dis- 
turbing influences. As mentioned in my last report, the proposed 
arrangement not only provides comfortable quarters for those 
who are, now but poorly cared for, but it will render supervision 
of all employes a possible thing, as it is intended to have suitable 
persons in charge of the apartments, who will be responsible for 
the good conduct of all who room therein. To make the altera- 
tions and furnish the thirty-two rooms which will be thus pro- 
vided an expenditure of $3,400 will be necessary. These changes 
are very urgent and in addition to the reasons already men- 
tioned, they should be made as a matter of economy, for every 
room vacated upon the wards, when the changes shall have been 
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made, will make just so much additional accommodations for 
patients. 

Fire-proof vault. — The abandonment of the room formerly 
used as an apothecary shop makes it possible to build a fire-proof 
vault for the storage of valuable papers and records. The room 
is conveniently located as regards the steward's office and main 
medical office, and, if suitably arranged and made fire-proof, 
would be of the utmost value and convenience. At present we 
have no place to store papers and books of value, and in case of 
fire the loss would be irreparable. An expenditure of $3,000 
would make the change suggested. 

Boilers at No. 1. — The two boilers at group No. 1 have been 
in use for about twenty years and should be replaced by 
new ones. Fifteen hundred dollars will be required for the 
purpose. 

Tile floor inpartoflatmdry. — The old wooden floor in the soiled 
clothes room of the laundry needs renewing and, for sanitary 
reasons, it should be replaced by some non-absorbent material. 
Tile for the purpose would cost $450. 

Gate posts and gates. — Last year sufficient cut stone was pur- 
chased to erect suitable entrance gates at two points, and enough 
additional should now be procured to protect the grounds at two 
other entrances which are much used. To purchase the stone 
for the two entrances and the gates for all four an expenditure 
of $1,024 will be called for. 

Machinery in carpenter and tailor shops. — As elsewhere 
noted, a new tailor shop was fitted up during the year, where six 
sewing machines are driven by steam power. This has greatly 
increased the facilities for doing the large amount of sewing 
necessary in the manufacture of the clothing for 2,100 patients, 
but in order to make the plant complete some additional 
machinery is necessary. Our carpenter shop, which has also 
been increased in size, is almost entirely without machinery. A 
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jig and a universal saw would enable us to do more work, 
and at less cost, than we can now do it when nearly everything 
has to be done by hand. Six hundred and fifty dollars would 
buy the necessary machinery for both shops. 

Cement sidewalks. — The cement sidewalks which have been 
laid during the past three years have been found very satisfac- 
tory. Only one side of the main avenue has been finished thus 
far, and it is very desirable that the work be continued until the 
walk on the other side shall have been completed. There is 
about a mile yet to be laid, and it will cost $2,000 to purchase 
the material. We have attendants who are familiar with the 
work and would, therefore, be under no additional expense for 
labor. 

State Commission in Lunacy. 

During the year the members of the State Commission in 
Lunacy made their usual official visits, each one of which was fol- 
lowed by valuable criticism and practical suggestions. Such visits 
are of great benefit to both officers and institution, for it is a 
matter of universal experience that all work is better done if the 
worker knows that a reviewing or supervising power exists 
ready to criticise or sustain him. 

Acknowledgments. 
Religious services. — I desire to again record our indebtedness 
to Kev. Father O'Connell, Kev. C. W. MacMsh, Kev. Henry A. 
Porter, and Eev. J. E. Drake for religious services and visits to 
the sick. 

The custom for several years past has been to have the neigh- 
boring clergymen of the different denominations hold religious 
services in rotation at 3 o'clock on Sunday afternoons. The prac- 
tice has worked well, as it gives each person a chance to hear his 
favorite doctrines from the lips of his favorite preacher. It has 
also helped us while laboring under the disadvantage of cramped 
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chapel room, as the hardship of being compelled to stay away 
has been mitigated to some extent by so arranging it that each 
patient could be present upon the Sunday when the pulpit was 
occupied by the clergyman he most desired to hear. A very 
large proportion of the patients look forward with interest to the 
Sunday services, and the completion of the new hall will enable 
all to attend who care to do so.

APPENDIX. 
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Laws and Regulations Relating to the Insane. 



Change of Name. 
{Chapter 132, Laws of 1890.) 
§ 2. The Willard Asylum for Insane, as the same was authorized to 
be established by chapter 342, Laws of 1865, and the acts supplemental 
thereto, shall hereafter be known and designated as the " Willard State 
Hospital." 

Division of State into Asylum Districts and the Admission of 
Patients Therefrom. 
In accordance with the provisions of section 1 of chapter 126 of the 
Laws of 1890, the board for the establishment of State insane asylum 
districts and other purposes, has divided the State into State insane 
asylum districts, assigning to Willard State Hospital the counties of 
Allegany, Cayuga, Chemung, Genesee, Livingston, Ontario, Orleans, 
Schuyler, Seneca, Steuben, Tompkins, Wayne, Wyoming and Yates. 

{Chapter 126, Laws of 1890.) 

§ 5. Each of the State asylums for the insane shall receive patients, 
whether in an acute or chronic condition of insanity from the district in 
which the asylum is situated. 

§ 9. In case any insane person, his relatives, guardians or friends 
may desire that he become an inmate of any State asylum situated 
beyond the limits of the district where he resides, and there be sufficient 
accommodations there to receive him, he may be received there in the 
discretion of the chairman of the State Commission in Lunacy, and 
the superintendent of such asylum. Any expenses of removal, in such 
case, must be borne by said insane person's guardians, relatives or 
friends as the case may be. 

Transfer of Insane Patients to State Hospitals. 

The statute having made it the duty of the president of the State 
Commissior in Lunacy to prescribe regulations governing the transfer 
of insane patients from one State hospital to another, and from their 
residences or from poor-houses to State hospitals by relatives, friends 
or public officers, under the provisions of sections eight and nine of 
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chapter one hundred and twenty-six of the laws of one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety, it has been ordered : 

The following rules must be observed by Superintendents of State 
hospitals, by all county, city and town officials, also by relatives and 
friends when unaccompanied by a public officer, in the removal of 
insane patients to State Hospitals, and in the transfer of the same from 
one State Hospital to another: 

I. Patients must be in a condition of bodily cleanliness. 

II. Patients must not under any circumstances be taken from their 
residences to a poor-house for the purpose of examination as to their 
sanity. 

III. Patients must be provided with the following: 
(a.) One full suit of under clothing. 

(b.) One full suit of outer clothing, including head wear, boots or 
shoes. 

Between the last day of October and the last day of March, there 
shall be provided in addition to the foregoing, a suitable overcoat for 
the men patients and a suitable shawl or cloak for the women patients; 
also gloves or mittens. Considering the great danger, always present, 
-of the introduction of .contagious or infectious diseases into institu- 
tions where large numbers of people are congregated, and to avoid, 
so far as possible, the introduction of such diseases by means of 
wearing apparel, the clothing referred to above must in all cases 
be new. But new clothing need not be provided where patients are 
transferred from one institution for the care and treatment of the 
insane to another. 

IV. In traveling by rail patients must not be compelled to ride in 
smoking or baggage cars except in the case of men patients who 
may be so violent, profane or obscene as to render their presence in 
ordinary passenger coaches offensive. If any portion of the route 
is to be traversed by team, a covered conveyance should, 
unless impossible, be provided. The shortest practicable route should 
l>e selected; the hour of departure should be timed so far as possible, 
as to avoid the necessity of stopping over night on the journey and 
so as not to reach the hospital at an unseasonable hour. Whenever 
practicable, a notice in advance of the coming of the patients should 
be sent by mail or telegraph, to the medical superintendent of the 
hospital. In cases of violent patients a sufficient number of attendants 
should be provided to control their actions without resorting 
to the use of mechanical restraints, such as straps, ropes, chains, 
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handcuffs, etc. Quieting medicines should not be given to such 
patients except upon the prescription of a physician. If it becomes 
necessary to remain over night or for a number of hours at a station 
on the route, patients are not to be taken to jail, police station or 
lock-up. Food in proper quantity and quality, and at intervals not 
exceeding five hours, should be provided for patients, but no alcoholic 
beverages must be given unless upon prescription of a physician. 
Opportunity must be afforded for attention to the calls of nature, and 
the rules of decency must be observed. In case of the employment 
of extra attendants in conveying violent patients, care must be taken 
that they are of adult age and of good moral character. The pro- 
visions of the statute which require that a woman attendant shall 
accompany women patients when taken to State hospitals must be 
strictly complied with. 

V. Any violation of the requirements of this order shall be promptly 
reported by the medical superintendent of the hospital receiving the 
patients, to the State Commission in Lunacy. 

Commitment of Patients. 
( Chapter 446, Laws of 1874.) 
Section 1. No person shall be committed to or confined as a patient 
in any asylum, public or private, or in any institution, home or retreat 
for the care and treatment of the insane, except upon the certificate 
of two physicians, under oath, setting forth the insanity of such per- 
son. But no person shall be held in confinement in any such asylum 
for more than five days, unless within that time such certificate be 
approved by a judge or justice of a court of record of the county or 
district in which the alleged lunatic resides, and said judge or justice 
may institute inquiry and take proofs as to any alleged lunacy before 
approving or disapproving of such certificate, and said judge or justice 
may in his discretion, call a jury in each case to determine the ques- 
tion of lunacy. 

§ 2. It shall not be lawful for any physician to certify to the 
insanity of any person for the purpose of securing his commitment to 
an asylum, unless said physician be of reputable character, a gradu- 
ate of some incorporated medical college, a permanent resident of the 
state, and shall have been in the actual practice of his profession for 
at least three years. And such qualifications shall be certified to by 
a judge of any court of record. No certificate of insanity shall be 
made except after a personal examination of the party alleged to 
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be insane, and according to forms prescribed by the state commis- 
sion in lunacy (these blank forms ma}^ be obtained free upon appli- 
cation to the state commission in lunacy, county clerks, superintendents 
of the poor and the superintendent of asylums or hospitals for the 
insane), and every such certificate shall bear date of not more than ten 
days prior to such commitment. 

§ 3. It shall not be lawful for any physician to certify to the insanity 
of any person for the purpose of committing him to an asylum of 
which the said physician is either the superintendent, proprietor, an 
officer, or a regular professional attendant therein. 

( Chapter 283, Laws of 1889, as amended by chapter 273, Laws o/1890.) 

§ 1. * * * One year after the date of the passage of this act 
(May 14, 1889), it shall not be lawful for any medical examiner in 
lunacy to make a certificate of insanity for the purpose of committing 
any person to custody unless a certified copy of his certificate has 
been so filed and its receipt in the office of the Commission (State 
Commission in Lunacy), as above provided, has been acknowledged. 

These blanks may be obtained free, upon application to the State 
Commission in Lunacy, county clerks, superintendents of the poor, and 
the superintendents of asylums or hospitals for the insane. 

In addition to the medical certificate of two physicians sworn to 
and approved by a judge in the county in which the patient resides, 
there must be presented at the time of admission of a patient either 
an order from the superintendent of the poor, or the county judge, 
or a bond (in case of private patient) guaranteeing the amount 
charged for care and treatment. 

Admission of Private Patients to the State Hospitals for the 

Insane. 

The following is a copy of the order issued by the State Commission 
in Lunacy in regard to the admission of private patients. 

On and after October 1, 1891, no private or pay patients in any State 
hospital will be permitted to occupy more than one room for his or 
her personal use or behoof, or to command the exclusive services of an 
attendant; and, thereafter there shall be no distinction allowed between 
private and public patients in respect to the scale or care and accom- 
modations furnished them. 

Whenever the managers or trustees shall determine that vacancies 
exist, private or pay patients may be admitted by them without further 
restriction, at a rate of compensation not to exceed ten dollars per 
week, preference to be given in all cases to patients of small or 
moderate means. 
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Transfer of Patients from one Institution to Another. 
At a regular quarterly meeting of the State Commission in Lunacy, 
held at the Capitol, in the city of Albany, July 2, 1890, the following 
order was made: 

1. No inmate shall be transferred from one institution for the care 
and treatment of the insane to another, except upon the following terms 
and conditions. 

(a.) An application in writing, setting forth the reasons for such 
transfer, shall be made to the commission by the medical superin- 
tendent or officer in charge of the institution from which the transfer 
is sought to be made. 

(b.) An order of transfer in writing, attested by its secretary, must 
be obtained from the Commission. 

(c.) The order of transfer must be filed in the institution from which 
the transfer is made, and a certified copy of the same, together with a 
certified copy of the medical certificate of lunacy, must be filed in the 
institution to which the transfer is made. 

(d.) The medical superintendent of the institution to which the 
transfer is made shall, within ten days after the receipt of the patient 
notify the Commission of the fact and the date thereof, but a copy of 
the medical certificate of lunacy need not accompany the notice. 

2. This order shall not apply to either of the following cases: 

(a.) Inmates of the State Asylum for Insane Criminals, or patients " 
committed upon " criminal orders." 

(6.) Patients ordered transferred by the Commission upon its own 
motion. 

Discharge of Patients. 

Patients are discharged by the board of trustees at the regular 
meetings of the board held on the first Tuesdays of January, April, 
July and September, and at the annual meeting on the second Tuesday 
of December. 

During the intervals between the meetings patients are discharged 
by a committee of the board of trustees, appointed in pursuance to 
chapter 190, section 2, Laws of 1881. 

Patients are not discharged by the superintendent. The power to 
discharge patients is vested solely in the board of trustees, in pursuance 
to chapter 178, Laws of 1885. as follows: 

Section 1. The Trustees of the Willard State Hospital, upon the 
medical superintendent's certificate of complete recovery, may dis- 
charge any patient except one under a criminal charge, or liable to be 
remanded to prison; and they may discharge any patient except one 
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under a criminal charge aforesaid, upon the superintendent's certifi- 
cate that such patient is harmless, and will probably continue so, and 
is not likely to be improved by further treatment in the asylum, to 
the custody of his or her friends, who will present satisfactory evi- 
dence that they are able and willing to maintain and care for the same 
properly. They may also discharge any such patient as aforesaid 
whose relatives or friends will undertake with good and approved 
sureties for his or her peaceable behavior, safe custody and comfort- 
able maintenance, without further public charge; and the bond of 
such sureties shall be approved by the county judge of the county 
from which such patient was sent, and shall be filed in the county 
clerk's office of said county. Upon the presentation of a certified 
copy thereof, the trustees may discharge such patient; and in all 
such cases the trustees shall forthwith notify the superintendent of the 
poor of the proper county, of such discharge and undertaking. 

Copies of these various blanks will be furnished upon application to 
the superintendent of the hospital. 

Charge to Counties of the State for the Care and Mainte- 
nance of Insane Patients. 

Bills are made out and transmitted quarterly in advance to county 
treasurers on the first days of January, April, July and October by the 
treasurer of the hospital, in accordance with the order of the State 
Commission in Lunacy, which is as follows: 

1. There shall be charged for each patient in continuous custody 
under the commitment or order by which he is held, as follows: 

(a.) For the first three years or less the sum of four dollars and 
twenty-five cents per week. 

(b.) For any period of time exceeding three years the sum of two 
dollars and fifty cents per week. 

2. The charge hereby established shall include food, clothing, break- 
age and all other charges of any name or nature, and no greater charge 
shall be made under any circumstances whatsoever. 

3. This order shall be in full force and effect on and after October 1, 
1890, and shall apply to all patients in custody on that date. 

Visitation of Patients and of the Hospital. 

1. For the purpose of enabling the public to obtain a correct knowl- 
edge of the arrangement and management of a hospital for the insane, 
and of doing so without interference with the regular duties of the

officers and the transaction of necessary business, visitors, in limited 
numbers, will be admitted to such portions of the house as may be 
occupied by quiet patients, between the hours of 2 and 5 in the 
afternoon of every day of the week, excepting Sunday, Saturday and 
holidays. 

2. Exceptions to this rule may be made in favor of public 
officers, persons connected with public institutions, and relatives of 
patients. 

3. Visitors will not be permitted to enter the wards, pass to the rear 
of the building, or approach the windows from the outside for con? 
yersation, unless accompanied by a resident officer. 

4. The person appointed to conduct visitors through the wards will 
not be permitted to converse about patients by name, or to point them 
out, and visitors are requested to observe an appropriate discretion in 
this respect. 

5. Persons wishing to see patients, or learn their condition, should 
make inquiry of the superintendent or one of the assistant physicians 
at the medical office. As a rule, information concerning patients will 
be furnished only to relatives and public officers. 

Service of Legal Papers Upon Insane Patients. 

By direction of the State Commission in Lunacy, the superintendent, 
or officer in charge of an institution for the care and treatment of the 
insane, can not permit the service of any legal process whatever upon 
any insane patient except upon the order of a judge of a court of 
record, which shows that the judge had notice of the fact that the 
person sought to be served was at the date of the order an inmate of 
such institution. 

It is also directed that no insane person be permitted to sign any 
bill, check, draft or other evidence of indebtedness, or to execute any 
contract, deed, mortgage or other legal conveyance, except upon the 
order of a judge of a court of record, which shows that the judge had 
notice of the fact that the person whose signature is sought to be 
obtained was at the date of the order an inmate of an institution for 
the care and treatment of the insane. 

Correspondence, Etc. 

Application for the admission of patients should, when practicable, 
be made in advance of bringing them to the hospital, and each patient 
[Assembly, No. 10.] 12 
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should be accompanied by some person competent to furnish a 
history of the case. 

Letters are not written to friends of patients at stated intervals, but 
only in reply to letters of inquiry and in case of sickness or death; it 
is desirable to have but one correspondent for each patient. 

The correspondent will be informed by telegraph in case of the 
serious sickness or in event of the death of a patient, where it is 
practicable to do so. Remains will be sent by express when a guar- 
antee is received from the express agent that the charges for trans- 
portation will be paid; otherwise they will be appropriately buried in 
the hospital cemetery, and the grave permanently marked, numbered 
and recorded. 

All correspondence concerning patients or the business of the 
hospital should be addressed to the superintendent.

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Report of the Trustees. 



To the Legislature of the State of New York : 

Thie trustees of Wiliard State Hoispibal haive the honor to 
submit herewith, the twenty-fifth annual report of this institution 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1893, and also, as supple- 
mentary thereto, the reports of the medical Superintendent and 
of the Treasurer for the same period of time: 

Movement of Population and General Results of the Year. 

There were in the hospital October 1, 1892, 1,018 men and 1,097 
women, or a total of 2,115 patients. 

There were admitted during the year ending September 30, 
1893, 177 men and 206 women, or 383 in all. 

The total number under treatment during the ye&r was 1,195 
men and 1,303 women, or a grand total of 2,498, and the average 
daily population was 1,017 men and 1,123 women, or a total daily 
average of 2,140 patients resident. 

There were discharged during the year 163 men and 163 women, 
or a total of 326 patients. 

There remtainad October 1, 1893, 1,032 men and 1,140 women, 
making a total of 2,172 which is fifty-seven more patients than 
were present at the beginning of the year. 

The majority of the patients admitted during the year came 
directly from their homes, but ninety-seven were transferred from 
other State hospitals and most of them were chronic cases. In 
consideration of this latter fact the rate of recoveries for the year 
which was 10.7 per cent of all admitted, was a creditable one. 
The fact that seventy-five per cent of all discharged as 
recovered during the year had been insane less than six months 
shows the necessity of early treatment in insanity, and points to 
the fact, that to fail to provide ample accommodations and every 
means of ea*re for the acute cases is shoirt-sightad economy. 
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The death, rate was smaller than it has been for two years past, 
being 7.7 per cent on the average daily population for the entire 
year, and there is cause for thankfulness that no death during the 
whole year proceeded from accidental or self-inflicted violence. 

Financial Status. 

The total receipts of Willard State Hospital for the year ending 
September 30, 1893, were $380,467.53. The total disbursements 
during the year were $373,507.19. The balance remaining on 
hand October 1, 1893, was f 6,960.34. 

The bills paid from special appropriation according to vouchers 
rendered the State Comptroller amounted to $82.01. 
The extraordinary expenditures under the opinibn of the 
Mtorney-Greneral that the surplus funds might be used 
"for furnishing the hospital with all such conveniences, appli- 
ances and improvements, as in the judgment of thie managers, 
might be necessary or proper for the health, comfort and mental 
improvement of its inmates/' were $41,161.26. The exercise of 
strict economy and other favoring circumstances have again 
enabled this hospital to maintain its inmates at a low rate. The 
weekly per capita cost on current expenditures, inclusive of cloth- 
ing and officers' salaries, was $2,985. 

In comparing the prospective with the present financial status 
of this hospital, it is to be borne in mind that the percentage of 
acute cases is constantly increasing and will reasonably call for a 
larger per capita maintenance allowance; that the surplus funds 
representing the accumulated economies of years have now been 
expended except the amount turned over to the State on October 
1, 1893, and that the balance on hand above repoirted is offset by 
outstanding liabilities and that this institution must in future 
add to her annual estimates of current wear and tear the ravages 
of time which are now so apparent in all her detached buildings. 
.Before stating in detail the financial needs of this hospital 
attention is invito! to the work actually accomplished during the 
year. 

General Operations of the Year. 

During the fiscal year elapsed, and more especially during its 
latter half, Willard State Hospital has been the scene of very 
active operations in the direction of betterments and repairs. 
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The needs of the institution in this direction were carefully 
examined by a committee appointed from among the trustees for 
the purpose, and it became evident that while the chief energies 
for two years had been directed towards the construction of an 
amusement hall and new dining-rooms and other things of the 
kind, time, with its ravages had stolen a march so far as the ceil- 
ings, floors and inside walls of the detached buildings and parts of 
the main hospital were concerned. 

Fourteen ceilings which had fallen in whole or in part, so as to 
be unsightly or unsafe, were replaced by steel ceilings of modern 
and pleasing design suitable for the wards for which they were 
selected. 

They were painted and decorated in becoming manner and 
they furnished in themselves a certain safeguard in case of fire 
as well as an air-tight waterproof and permanent form of ceiling, 
any their comparative elegance has in no small degree gratified 
the inmates of the various wards. 

One of the important operations of the year was the completion 
of Hadley Hall as a general assembly-room of sufficient dimen- 
sions to accommodate all the patients who may have to meet in 
one place at one time for diversion or religious worship. 

The carpenter work, plumbing, wiring for electric light, paint- 
ing, decorating, purchasing of stage scenery and of chairs for the 
whole house, construction of stage dressing-rooms and furnishing 
of fire apparatus, were all completed in due season and paid for 
out of the accumulated economies of this hospital, whose inmates 
now have one of the finest amusement halls ever erected for a 
hospital for the insane in this or any other country. 

The change in the route of the Lehigh Valley railroad which 
now passes near this hospital has led to the construction, by this 
institution, of a broad gauge railway to connect with this new 
branch of the Lehigh road. Willard station on this road was 
placed in connection with the hospital by an independent tele- 
graph and telephone wire. A broad gauge railroad locomotive 
also became a necessity and was acquired at a reasonable figure. 
Broad gauge track lias been laid on the hospital grounds, and 
trestles for the delivery of coal at the various detached groups of 
[Assembly, No. IS.] 2 
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buildings have been partly or wholly constructed and an adequate 
supply of material for building farther needed railway on the 
premises has been purchased, and in a short time there will be a 
regular train service between the hospital and Willard station to 
which the broad gauge track is already complete. 

An operation of no small importance from a hygienic point of 
view was the laying of a sixteen-inch suction pipe in Seneca lake 
to a distance of about 1,300 feet as a main source of water supply 
to this hospital. The distance to which the pipe was carried, was 
rendered advisable in order to escape the hospital sewerage dis- 
charged into the lake, and which was carried by currents in the 
direction of the shore near the water pipe, which is now at its 
farther end, beyond all reach of contamination from this source. 
The superintendent's report, to which you are respectfully referred, 
contains a full account of other important structural improvements 
made during the year. 

Attention is now invited to such needs of this hospital as are 
now pressing, and will be still more urgently felt before they can 
be provided for in the supply bill of 1894. 

Requirements. 

The proportion of acute cases admitted to this institution is con- 
stantly increasing and the time has come to mount this hospial 
on the same basis as other hospitals for the care and cure of all 
classes of the insane. The chronic asylum idea is to be super- 
seded by the more advanced methods of individual treatment of 
for curative purposes. The average duration of life among the 
insane is said to be about twelve years and a case allowed to pass 
into the chronic stage for want of sufficient means of cure implies 
therefore, a financial burden on the State of several thousands of 
dollars. 

It is deemed economical, humane and in keeping with the actual 
needs of the case, that a demand is now made for increased pro- 
vision for this classification and hospital treatment of the acute 
cases now admitted and crowding the wards of this institution. 
A hospital for acute cases properly constructed of brick, having 
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two stories and accommodations for fifty inmates would cost 
$20,000, and a request is made for an appropriation of this 
amount for this object. 

It is well known that the general health of any community is 
largely promoted by a plentiful supply of good water, such as this 
hospital has this summer gone to much pains and expense to pro- 
cure, from the deeper portions of the lake, through the 1,300 feet 
of suction pipe previously mentioned. The need now is for a 
proper main storage of this water, as it is pumped from the lake 
into reservoirs previous to its distribution to the various build- 
ings. Neither the lower main reservoir nor the upper reservoirs 
can be said to be in a proper state to fulfill this need, as they have 
not been cleaned for years and require radical repairs. The main 
reservoir requires a complete cleansing and should then be relaid 
with stone and cement, and furnished with a new filter. The 
upper reservoirs also demand a thorough renovation and the 
largest of the three must also be grouted. An appropriation of 
$4,000 is most necessary for the above-named purposes. 

The deterioration of the foundation and main walls at D. B. 2 
and D. B. 4 is a serious matter, and a sum of $3,400 is asked for 
to make the necessary repairs of these buildings. 

The request made last year for $1,600 for an additional barn is 
again respectfully presented as among the actual needs of this 
institution, which is without sufficient room for the storage of 
grain and other farm produce. 

The raising of pigs is profitable, and serves to utilize, to best 
advantage, the swill, but the present piggery is too near the build- 
ings occupied by patients. A new and larger piggery should be 
built on one of the farms entirely removed from the immediate 
hospital grounds, and thus would there be a double benefit, in the 
removal of a nuisance and in an increased source of profit. The 
sum required for this purpose is $6,000. 

The medical superintendent's report is again respectfully 
referred to for a number of lesser, though not less needful, items 
for which appropriations are required for the coming year. 

The f ollowing recapitulation of requirements has had most- care- 
ful consideration, and it is urgently requested that in each instance 
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the full sum asked for, may be appropriated as necessary for the 
purpose signified:

During the year many changes occurred in the medical staff. 
Dr. Ohas. W. Pilgrim, after an active service of more than three 
3 r ears, was transferred to the Hudson River State Hospital, and on 
May 2, 1893, Dr. Theodore II. Kellogg succeeded him, as medical 
superintendent of Willard State Hospital, and it is simple justice 
to say that thus far a very unusual amount of work has been 
accomplished during Dr. Kellogg's administration of affairs. Dr. 
Thos. E. Bamford left his position June 14, 1893, to accept a like 
one in the Hudson River State Hospital, and on July 11, 1893, Dr. 
F. A. Lewis, by civil service rules, was appointed to fill the 
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vacancy. Dr. F. E. Bowlby and Dr. G-. F. Kogan were appointed 
medical internes in July, 1893. Dr. Edwin E. Bishop, after a 
faithful service of several years, resigned to enter private practice 
August 31, 1893, and Dr. H. P. Frost was promoted to Ms place, 
and Dr. George O'Hanlon was appointed to fill the vacancy. This 
rapid series of changes among the assistant medical officers 
increased the responsibility and labors of the medical superin- 
tendent, whose patient perseverance has successfully met all 
unusual emergencies. The industry and faithfulness of all other 
officers and employes is to be highly commended.

Report of the Superintendent. 



To the Trustees of the Willard State Hospital : 

Gentlemen. — In accordance with law and custom, this report 
of Willard State Hospital for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1893, is respectfully submitted, with tabular information and 
statistical tables: 

Movement of Population and General Results. 

There remained in this hospital, October 1, 1892, 1,018 men and 
1,097 women, making a total of 2,115 patients. 

There were admitted during the year ending September 30, 1893, 
177 men. and 206 women, giving a total of 383 admissions. 

The whole number under treatment during the year, therefore, 
was 1,195 men and 1,303 women, or a total of 2,498. 

The average daily population was 1,017 men and 1,123 women, 
which makes a total daily average of 2,140 patients resident. 

There were discharged during the year 326 patients, 163 men 
and 163 women. Of those discharged eighteen men and twenty- 
three women, or in all forty-one, had recovered, and sixty-two men 
and fifty-eight women, or a total of 120, had not recovered and 
eighty-three men, and eighty-two women died. 

There remained 1,032 men and 1,140 women, or a total of 2,172 
patients, October 1, 1893. 

It thus appears that fourteen more men and forty-three more 
women were present in this hospital on the last than on the first 
day of the year here reported. 

The smallest number of inmates present any day of the year 
was 2,105, and the largest number was 2,174, and the daily average 
population of patients for the year as above stated was 2,140. 

Facts about the admissions. — Of the 383 cases admitted during 
the year 207 were brought from their homes; ninety-seven were 
transferred from New York State hospitals; thirty-teix were 
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received from county asylums and almshouses; twenty-five came 
from jails and police stations; five were brought here from hotels; 
four were sent from private institutions; four were from city 
general hospitals; three came from homes for the aged, and one 
man was brought from a Michigan asylum on an order of the 
State Commission in Lunacy, on the ground that he had a legal 
residence in this State, and one patient was received from the 
asylum for the feeble-minded, Newark, N. Y. 

Of the 383 patients admitted 373 were public, nine were private 
and one was criminal. 

Of those admitted only one was under 15 years of age, while 
seven were aged over 80 years, and the decade forty to fifty years 
contained the largest number, and that from fifty to sixty the 
second largest proportion of those received during the year. 

Rate of recoveries. — In a hospital of this character, with a 
residual population of essentially chronic cases, the rate of recov- 
eries is dependent substantially on the number of recent cases of 
insanity admitted during the year, and not more than twelve per 
cent of those received during the year could be clearly classed 
in the category of curable cases. The actual percentage of 
recoveries on the number admitted was 10.7 per cent, which is 
as favorable a result, therefore, as could be expected, and is a 
considerably higher rate of cures than that obtained last year. 

Facts about the discharges. — Forty-five men and thirty-eight 
women, or a total of eighty-three of those discharged, went 
directly to their homes; twenty-eight men and forty- three women, 
or seventy-one in all, were transferred to other hospitals for the 
insane; seven men eloped; and it is thought better to take the 
chances of an occasional escape, rather than that the liberty of 
the many should be curtailed. 

Of those discharged, eleven men and twelve women were taken 
out on a bond given by relatives for their comfortable mainte- 
nance and peaceable behavior; the fact that of those discharged 
recovered during the year, seventy-five per centum had been 
insane less than six months, only serves to emphasize the familiar 
truth, that the main hope of cure in mental diseases, lies in 
prompt and efficient treatment. 
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Deaths. — The total number of deaths during the year was 165- 
numbering eighty-three men and eighty-two women. The per- 
centages of deaths on the average daily population was 7.7 per 
cent, which is a smaller death rate than has prevailed among the 
inmates of this hospital for the two years immediately previous. 
The disease which carried off more than any other and which is 
the world over one of the most prolific causes of death was 
phthisis pulmonalis. There is one cause for congratulation, and 
that is that out of an average daily insane population of 2,140 
persons, with many suicidal and homicidal cases, not a single 
fatal accident or suicide has occurred during the current year. 
When it is considered how many of the inmates labor with agri- 
cultural and other implements in their hands that might be used 
in a dangerous way, it is almost a source of surprise that more 
accidents do not occur, and also an apparent proof of the careful 
surveillance exercised. 

Structural Improvements Accomplished. 

Hadley Hall. — The completion of " Hadley Hall " is one of the 
important structural improvements accomplished during the year. 
The ceilings have been painted and decorated; the floors have been; 
laid; the stage has been furnished with traps and appropriate and: 
tasteful scenery; dressing-rooms have been constructed back of 
the stage; heating apparatus has been installed; the whole build- 
ing has been wired for electric lights, and comfortable seats have 
been provided for the whole house. Cement walks have been 
laid in front of the hall, and the grounds have been graded, ter- 
raced and drained. 

Steel ceilings. — Another most important structural improve 
ment, accomplished within the past few months, has been the 
putting up of fourteen steel ceilings in sitting rooms and wards in 
which the ceilings were wholly down or had so far fallen as to be 
in a dangerous state. The first sight of ragged remnants of old 
plaster held by bare laths over an entire sitting-room may strike 
the inmates of a State hospital for the insane as an amusing 
novelty, but when this scene is prolonged for weeks or months 
the first impression is replaced by a dismal feeling. It can safely 
[Assembly, No. 18.] 3 
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he said, therefore, that no improvement of the year was more 
gratefully appreciated by the inmates of this hospital than that 
of the placing of the fourteen modern steel ceilings of tasteful 
pattern on the wards and sitting-room® of the detached buildings. 

Sculleries. — During the last few months eight sculleries have 
been constructed, three in the south and three ir> the north wing 
of the main building, and two at D. B. L The six sculleries in the 
central building have been slate tiled and furnished with large 
new sinks, with hot and cold water, and lights and commodious 
tables and cupboards with securely locked places for table ware 
of all kinds. All scullery work, as well as the storage of crockery 
or provisions, have been removed from the dining rooms, which, at 
all times, now present a more tidy appearance. 

Dispensary. — The large room adjoining the trustees' room has 
T>een fitted up as a dispensary, with abundant shelf and drawer 
room for the complete classification of drugs and stores, which 
necessarily must be kept in considerable amounts in a hospital 
with over 2,000 inmates. This has been a very decided improves 
iinent, and the only thing needed to make it a complete success 
will be mentioned under the head of structural improvements 
needed. 

Eeception-room. — Another improvement has been the conver- 
sion of the old apothecary shop into a reception-room for patients. 
^Formerly, on their arrival, patients were obliged to be received in 
the central medical office, which presented to them clerical work 
in progress with cumbersome history books, legal papers and other 
not pleasing sights, but they are now introduced into a pleasant 
and appropriate apartment, with no one but their friends and the 
examining physician to listen to the medical inquiries made as 
their history is taken on their arrival, and their first impressions 
are thus apt to be more favorable. 

This reception-room ha$ been completed with a decorated steel 
ceiling, furnished with carpet, pictures, a central chandelier and a 
lavatory. 

Tool-house. — A needed structure has been supplied by the nf w 
tool-house, and additional stalls have been constructed in the east 
barn for a part of the cattle, for which no shelter could elsewhere 
Hbe found until a new barn can be built. 
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New pier. — The purchase of a steam yacht brought with it the 
need of a safe place in which to keep it, as the winds and the 
waves run very high during the sudden storms on Seneca lake. A 
pier already acted ais a sufficient break-water on one side, so that 
piles were driven and a second pier, eighty feet long, twelve wide 
and about thirteen deep, securely anchored by the weight of stones, 
was built, and the yacht is moored between the two piers in safety, 
as it is trusted, but for its farther protection it is thought best to 
construct a building of some kind under which it can be sheltered 
f torn the winter storms. 

Tower. — The central tower of the main building was found to 
be in an unsafe condition from decay of its Lateral supporting 
timbers, and new sills were substituted for those decayed and 
enry thing about the tower made more secure, it is believed. 

Porticoes. — The porticoes of all the detached buildings have suf- 
fered gradual decay for years, and were in such a dilapidated 
state as to be both unsightly and dangerous. During the summer, 
therefore, the porticoes at D. B. 1, D. B. 2, D. B. 3 and D. B. 4 were 
at a considerable expense of material and labor, reconstructed so 
far that they are again safe and presentable in appearance. 

Broad-gauge railroad. — A structural improvement of some ruag- 
nitrde is the broad-gauge railroad which is in process of comple- 
tion. The long ties for the road hav2 been laid from the main 
building to the branch, to the lake, to J>. J>. 2 and to D. B. 4, 
and ihe broad-gauge track was, this summer, completed from the 
main switch to the pump-house at th< lake. Trestles for the 
delivery of < oal on the railroad have been constructed at the pump- 
house and at D. B. 1; and all the approaches for trestles have been 
competed at D. B. 1, at D. B. 2, at D. B„ -5, and at the infirmary. 

The broad gauge railroad track is complete to Willard station, 
r>n the new read, and the action of th^ railroad companies is only 
a> ailed in c^der that some satisfactory service of trains over this 
road may be arranged fox* this hospital. 

Telephone and telegraph. — Willajrd station, o.i the new railroad 
line, has be* n a great convenience to this institution. In order 
that it might be of the greatest use, however, it was necessary to 
place it in telegraphic and telephonic conneattm with, the hos- 
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pttiil Wives were accordingly rim between the two points and 
the necessary apparatus was purchased for an independent tele- 
graph and telephone service, which now exists between WiJlard 
station and the hospital. 

Suction pipe. — Seneca lake has gradually shelving borders, but 
in many central portions dips to the remarkable depth of GOO feet. 
The water from the deeper portions is always cool and relatively 
pure. Heretofore the main water supply of the hospital had been 
taken from too near the shores, especially as there is a northerly 
current in the lake and the main sewer empties into the lake 
south of the point from which water has been drawn. 

A steel spiral riveted pipe was laid 1,300 feet into the lake, but 
the inner 400 feet of it were broken up by the severe storms which 
prevail on the lake. In order to guard against a like danger in the 
future, a heavy cast-iron pipe was extended out nearly 400 feet 
from shore, and there connected with the steel spiral pipe, and a 
submarine diver and several assistants were at work for some 
weeks at this important undertaking. Complete success, how- 
ever, did not crown the work, for it was soon discovered that 
through a separation of joints of the spiral pipe the main water 
supply was coming from just beyond the outer end of the cast-iron 
pipe. The service of a diver has again been procured, however, 
and it is believed that in a short time an adequate quantity of 
fresh and pure water will be delivered through 1,300 feet of suction 
pipe for the use of the inmates of this institution. Another source 
of water supply will be discussed later in its hygienic relations. 

Other improvements. — A number of other structural improve- 
ments were accomplished during the year. Threa Are escapes for 
the main building, to go on the north and south wings* were con- 
tracted for, of a desirable modern pattern, like those already on 
the wings. 

Two large new boilers for D. B. 1 were purchased, so that the 
building can now be adequately heated in the coldest weather. 

Eight large and handsome stone gate posts have been put down 
on the road between the center building and the branch. 

During the heat of summer, several large fans were geared up 
and kept running in the laundry, and fans were also mounted and 
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nsed during working hours to relieve the patients who< worked in 
the heated atmosphere of the sewing room. Fans would also have 
l>een placed in the various kitchens for like reasons had a motor 
power been available at an expense which was; not so great as to 
preclude the feasibility of the idea. 

Minor repairs. — Some of the buildings of this hospital, which 
were economically constructed in the first place, are now old and 
In need of constant repairs. In fact the deterioration in some of 
the detached buildings has reached such a point that continual 
betterments are necessary to keep them up to the standard of 
presentable hospital wards. A large number of carpenters, masons, 
plumbers and painters have been kept at work in these buildings 
.and have also been employed in other directions in which there 
was urgient need of their service®. 

Ajt D. B. 2 the main dining-room, with new steel ceilings, was 
painted and decorated, and the kitchen was renovated and painted, 
.as was also the small dining-room for help. 

At the branch, the entire center, including officers' and servants' 
quarters was painted or papered and the employees' rooms were 
made more comfortable. The main kitchen dining-room at the 
center building was also painted and repaired and the old wains- 
cotting was removed. The gas-house, the morgue, the carpenter 
shop and the barn were painted and tin roofing was placed on the 
barns and on the paint shop, and a number of other repairs to 
roofs were made. Shelving and repairs were made at the green- 
house and eighty-five new sash were put in the hot-beds. 

Structural Improvements Needed. 

Hospital for acute cases. — The great and good work which this 
hospital has so conspicuously performed for many years past in 
the care of the chronic insane, is now to be supplemented by the 
treatment of a rapidly increasing percentage of acute cases. In 
other words, this institution must have separate accommodations 
and wards equipped according to modern ideas for the hospital 
treatment of acute cases of mental disease. In the overcrowded 
estate of such wards as can now be used by recent cases, their clas- 
sification and entire treatment is rendered very difficult. 
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There is urgent need of a detached building to be constructed 
expressly for the acute case's of insanity admitted, and now crowd- 
ing the wards of this institution, This hospital for acute cases 
should be a two-story brick structure!, built with every modern 
appliance for the accommodation, -classification and treatment of 
fifty inmates. It could not be completed in less than a year, if 
the work should be begun the coming summer, and by that time 
the necessity for it will be very great. It is trusted that an appeal 
for this purpose wil not be made in vain, for it is the neglect to 
provide adequate means of cure for the acute cases that swells* 
the number otf the chronic insane as charges for life upon the 
State. 

Agricultural colonies. — The acquisition of the Lake farm affords 
another good opportunity to relieve in part the overcrowding in 
this institution by the establishment of a small agricultural 
colony for as many working patients as would be required to per- 
form the labor on the farm. At present, patients who do the work 
are transported back and forth with some additional fatigue, loss 
of timia and expense. The same is true at the Meddick and 
Simpson fairms. With inexpensive additions to the buildings at 
these places, comfortable accommodations could be provided at 
those localities for such working patients a$ are indispensable for 
the cultivation of theise farms. The success of such agricultural 
colonies is in many parts of the world no longer a question of 
experiment, but a clearly accomplished fact. 

New barn required. — There is not sufficient barn room for the 
shelter of istock or the storage of farm products at this place and 
the loss by fire of one of the old barns makes it decidedly neces- 
sary that a new barn should be built. Such a barn as is needed 
could be constructed for f 1,600, and it might, to advantage, be 
located on the Simpson farm, though not necessarily on the site 
of the old barn. 

Reservoirs. — A prime hygienic necessity in a hospital is an 
abundance of pure water. The main water supply of this hospital 
is pumped from the lake into a reservoir, which has a crude filter, 
mainly of stone, sufficient to arrest such gross matters as would 
occlude the pipes which deliver the water to the buildings. This. 
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filter sometime 'ago broke down on the sides so that the water has* 
been delivered through a temporary wooden lattice screen, and that 
which has gone to D. B. 2. D. B. 4 and the south wing of the mailt 
building, has not passed through any form of a filteir, but through, 
a separate pipe. 

This reservoir ha® not been cleaned foir several years, it' leaks* 
constantly when filled, and it requires a thorough renovation. The 
task is a great one, and it will be attended with some incon- 
veniences unless it be accomplished with dispatch by a large 
number of workmen. This reservoir, in fact, in order to be made 
a perfect receptacle for the retention and delivery of the main- 
water supply of this hospital should be laid with stone and cement 
to the highest water line and furnished with a new and more com- 
plete 'filter. Fresher and better water is now toi be had through 
the new suction pipe from the deeper and more central portion? 
of the lake, and the time has now come to ask for an appropriation 
for this most needful purpose to the amount of $2,000. 

The three upper reservoirs which are fed by the water from a 
small surface stream derived from springs and the natural water- 
shed from the hills about Ovid, have not been cleaned for many 
years/and in fact there is not even traditional knowledge that 
they have ever been cleaned. In warm weather the debris 
accumulated upon their bottoms, the fungoid growths on their 
sides and the general decomposition of vegetable material give an 
off ensive odor to the water which, at such times, is neither potable 
nor fit for cooking purposes, although it is (supplied to the branchy 
to the infirmary and to B. B. 3. 

The lowest and largest of these three reservoirs should be com- 
pletely* cleaned, and laid with stones grouted to the highest water 
level, and the other two reservoirs should, at least, receive subse- 
quently a thorough cleaning. For the former purpose $1,500 
would suffice, and for the latter object about $500 would be 
required. 

Laundry. — The amount of washing done weekly in the laundry 
is immense, and although the facilities for the worrk have recently 
been enlarged they are still insufficient. There is only one of 
the sections in the drying-room which has a sufficiently high 
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degree of heat, and it accomplishes four times as much as the 
other sections which should all be likewise heated by means of 
additional coils of pipe. It is estimated that about $800 will be 
necessary for this purpose. 

In order to do good washing an abundance of hot water to indis- 
pensable, and that now supplied to the washing machines is often 
not sufficiently heated. The water is heated by exhaust steam 
in a hot water heater which is not large enough. Another hot 
water heater of the capacity of that now in use should be procured 
and would cost about $500. 

Electric-light plant. — A contract has been made for a new 
electric-light plant which, in conjunction with the old one, will 
supply light to all parts of the institution. As soon as the plants 
are installed in the building, constructed especially for them, gas 
light and gas manufacture will cease and electricity will be the 
sole means of illumination. If there should be much delay in 
the installation of the new electric-light plant the purchase of a 
new gas-holder would be necessary to replace the one which is 
now in use, and which is so far worn out as to be practically 
beyond repairs. 

Fire department. — A central fire department is about to be 
organized at this hospital. The building plans have been made 
for a two-story brick structure to hold the steam fire-engine, 
cliemical engine, hose cart and hose tower, sleeping apartments 
for men, stalls for horses, and other appliances as in city fire 
departments. This new steam fire engine-house will be centrally 
located as to the other buildings and will afford a much needed 
protection against fire. 

Shoe-rooms. — At the buildings occupied largely by male work- 
ing patients one room on every ward is given up for the purpose 
of holding the boots and shoes which patients remove on enter- 
ing the house. This accumulation of boots and shoes on every 
hall, in summer especially, imparts a disagreeable odor to the 
adjoining rooms, and even at times to the whole ward. Outside 
shoe-rooms should be constructed at each of the wings of D. B. 1 
and I>. B. 3, four in all, in which patients could remove their shoes 
and put on their slippers before entering the wards. Each of 
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these outside shoe-rooms would serve for four wards and would 
cost only $ 125 each, and would increase the capacity of the build- 
ing four rooms. The four shoe-rooms would thus give sixteen 
rooms on the wards to be occupied by patients. When it is con- 
sidered that it would cost three times the amount of the shoe- 
Tooms to construct quarters for sixteen patients the economy of 
the measure advocated can readily be understood without refer- 
ence to the other decided advantages mentioned. 

Hospital ward. — The south wing of the main building has at 
present 369 inmates, some of them acute cases of exhaustion from 
mental disease, and others have occasional intercurrent diseases 
which require to be treated in bed. The only sick-room for these 
^emergency cases of this whole south wing is a small dormitory 
which has space for but six beds, although eight are crowded into 
it. There is great need of a properly appointed hospital ward 
with night service and accommodations for fourteen sick patients. 
Such hospital accommodations could be readily obtained by throw- 
ing the present sick-room and the room adjoining it into one. 
The expense of removing the partition and placing a support- and 
of a few other changes to complete the arrangement will be slight 
and would not exceed f 100 in all. This hospital ward is therefore 
a structural improvement which should be made without farther 
delay. 

Pipe covering. — It is a well established economical principle in 
the heating of buildings that the main .steam pipes should be well 
covered, and this principle is especially applicable on the borders 
of tliis lake which is swept by piercing and tenipestous winds 
which literally blow through the walls of the detached buildings. 
The pipes most in need of recovering are those at the branch and 
D. B. 3, and an appropriation of $2,000 for pipe-covering for those 
two buildings should be asked for as it will be greatly needed 
before another winter shall have passed. 

Foundation walls. — There has been a gradual sinking and 
deterioration of foundations at D. B. 2 and D. B. 4 in two places, 
and the brick walls are evidently deflected, and are not considered 
in perfectly safe condition. There should be no farther delay in 
[Assembly, No. 13.] 4 
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calling for an appropriation of $3,400 to make these fundamental 
repairs and avoid all farther question of risk and responsibility m 
the matter. 

Porticoes. — The porticoes at the infirmary must be rebuilt. One 
of them has fallen in complete decay, and the other is but one step 
removed from a like fate. Their reconstruction will cost $400, for 
which a request should be made. 

Roofing and storm-doors. — The damage of the roof and a portion 
of the upper walls at the branch caused by a severe storm must 
"be repaired, and not less than $1,000 should be appropriated for 
this purpose. There is also needed at the branch over the east 
kitchen stairway a protection-roof, and a pair of storm-door® over 
the east entrance to the basement. Two hundred dollars would 
suffice for these two improvements. 

Barns. — The farm bams need painting and repairs. The barns 
on the Meddick farm must be reshingled, and $500 would be a 
low estimate for these objects. 

Fences. — The fences on the farm need repairs badly, and there 
are needed for this purpose 2,000 posts, 30,000 feet of boards, 
two tons of wire and staples and nails, all of which can be had for 
$900. 

Landing stations. — All kinds of supplies are landed by the local 
railroad at the various detached buildings, and during sftormy 
weather clothes and provisions are unavoidably exposed for want 
of the protection of landing stations. A small and secure station- 
house should be cheaply built at each railroad landing of the 
detached buildings. Four such landing stations would cost $1,500. 

Tile floors. — At D. B. 3 the bath-room and water-closet floors 
are worn and decayed, and tile floors should be laid in their stead 
in the eight wards of this building. This improvement w T ill require 
$700. 

Water-closets. — There is need of a water-closet on the first floor 
of the administration building, for the accommodation of the 
officers and others, and $500 will be required for its completion. 

Boat-house. — If the new steam yacht is to be kept here during* 
the winter storms a house of some kind will be necessary for its 
protection, and it will in the end probably prove an economy to 
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build a perfect shelter for the yacht. A complete and well con- 
strueted boat-house will cost $1,000. 

Gates. — The need of gates to make a perfect enclosure of the 
hospital grounds has long been admitted, and as some of the stone 
posts were put down this summer, it is the proper time to ask for 
$500 for iron posts, two double and four single iron gates and 130 
feet of iron fence. 

Turkish baths. — Of all the forms of baths which are so useful 
in the treatment of insanity, the Turkish bath is the most gener- 
ally applicable. While in charge of New York City Asylum for 
the Insane, the writer was the first one in this country to make an 
extensive trial of the Turkish bath in the treatment of the various 
forms of mental disease. The results, which were published at the 
tim£, were so favorable as to justify the conclusion that the Turk- 
ish bath should form one of the curative appliances in every hos- 
pital for the insane. The basement in Hadley hail affords a well- 
adapted opportunity for the introduction of this most efficient 
means of treatment, and a complete bath of this kind could be 
mounted on a small scale, without a great outlay of money and 
toouM prove a source of health and comfort as well asf of actual 
cure to the inmates of this hospital. 

Ceiling. — Although during the last few months there has been 
beyond all precedent in this institution a rapid and efficient 
renewal of broken-down ceilings, there still remains much to be 
done in this same direction. A portion of the money set apart 
for this purpose is istill unexpended, and will answer for dining- 
room ceilings, but an appropriation of $1,000 should be requested 
for steel ceilings in wards requiring a renewal of ceilings within 
the year. 

Inside walls. — There are miles of inside walls, counting all those 
of the wards and rooms of the main and detached buildings of 
this institution, and many of these walls, which have long borne 
the wear and tear of time, and the scratching and soiling inci- 
dent to the presence of 2,000 lunatics within them, are 
now in need of repairs. If these walls should receive no atten- 
tion for a whole year to come they would present an appearance 
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entirely unbecoming a State hospital for the insane, and it is to 
be borne in mind that this hospital has turned its economized 
surplus over to the State, and has not a penny to expend for the 
proper conduct of this institution except moneys granted upon 
requests made. An appropriation should be requested therefore 
for $3,000 for plastering, painting, papering, decorating and other 
like repairs of inside walls. 

Hog barn. — The keeping and the roaring of swine is an econ- 
omy and a source of large income to this institution, and there is 
no other way in which the swill can be so well utilized. The 
location of the present piggery, however, is in an unfortunate 
proximity to D. B. o and to other buildings, and it is drained in 
part into the stream which courses the length of the valley to the 
lake. In warm weather persistent odors from these breeding 
pens, despite every effort to cleanse them, pervade the atmosphere 
of all the adjacent buildings, and are unhygienic and offensive 
to those who reside in the neighborhood. The only remedy for 
this state of things is a radical one, and that is to remove the 
Tiogs and the breeding pens to a more distant place. The lake 
farm is far enough removed, and the only practical objection Is 
the distance the swill would have to be conveyed. A wagon 
especially constructed for the purpose, however, could readily 
solve this part of the problem and the great question is, as usual, 
a financial one, and resolves itself at once into the amount of 
money needful to build on the lake farm a barn large enough for 
800 swine. A barn of this size well and appropriately built would 
cost not less than $6,000. This seems like a large sum but the 
profits of the business for a couple of years would more than 
make good the original investment, and subsequently there would 
be a saving to the State of more than $5,000 a year. The actual 
proiits last year were nearly $6,000. 

Slaughter-house. — Another hygienic evil which should be abol- 
ished is the slaughter-house close by the piggery. A slaughter- 
house should be constructed at a. safe distance from all the 
inhabited buildings and on the line of the railway. Such a site 
can readily be selected, and the appropriation to be sought for 
this purpose should be $1,000. 
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Occupation. 

Occupation is of the utmost importance among the insane, and 
it not only promotes a species of contentment but is also an actual 
means of cure. It should be varied to suit the physical and 
mental state of each individual, as it is a powerful factor for evil, 
as well as for good, if abused. Other things being equal, the 
more useful the occupation the more it tends to restore the self- 
esteem and self-satisfaction of the patient. Work in the direction 
of skill previously acquired and in the line of one's customary 
calling is ordinarily attended with better results than any other. 

The writer in one of his annual report® of New York City A&y- 
lam for the Insane many years ago advocated the introduction of 
the English system of work-shops with skilled attendants and all 
the material and appliances for the various trades. If this sys- 
tem was carried out in this hospital the final result would not 
only be satisfactory, but it would justify ultimately the original 
outlay of money which would be required for the purpose. 

During the year past the patients of this hospital have beien 
constantly employed at a great variety of things as shown by the 
daily records which furnish the very satisfactory proof that 
fifty-four per cent of the daily average number of patients resi- 
dent during the year have been daily employed in some useful 
occupation. 

The estimated value of farm and garden products during the 
year was $44,342.20, and the patients performed the greater part 
bf the work. Again the estimated value of articles made or 
manufactured by patients during the year was $29,770.91. In fact 
patients are everywhere seen at work; they are occupied on the 
farm and grounds, in the garden, ini the barns^ in the carpenter 
shop, in the bakery,* in the laundry, in the shoe-shop, in the? 
kitchens and dining-rooms, in the tailor-shop and sewing-room, in 
the central offices, in the store, on the wards and in fact where 
any kind of work is to be done. Most of them derive some benefit 
from the labor which they perform anjd some of them literally 
work out their own cure. 
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Although it is evident that much has been done towards the 
solution of the great problem of occupation of the insane there are 
still important points as yet unsettled. A great desideratum yet 
to be found is some useful open air occupation for women. It is 
true, that the cultivation of flowers, light gardening and the 
gathering of fruits aire available in exceptional instances but 
during six seasonable months of the year most of the women 
patients have to seek exercise while mioving about in lotng, solemn 
and unprofitable processions for the want of some useful out-of- 
door occupation. 

Diversions. 

The saying that life should not be all work and no play is as 
applicable to the insane as to the sane. The insane have especial 
need of recreations of all kinds and during the past year in this 
hospital special efforts have been made tot supply a variety of 
amusements. Frequent dramatic entertainments have been given 
by professional actors especially engaged foir the purpose. 
Patients and officers have also acted plays from time to time and 
the interest in these displays of home talent has been very lively. 
A school for patients has been conducted as usual, and a singing 
school or a dancing class were also among the diverting features 
of the year. Additions were made to the library for patients and 
the list of newspapers for their use very largely increased as will 
be seen by the list of the same published under the head of 
acknowledgments. 

The power of music to change the emotional frame of mind of 
the insane is very great and it has not been sufficiently employed 
probably because real good and varied music is an expensive 
remedy^ and bad music will not answer for mental therapeutics. 
Be that as it may the patients have had extensive doses of music 
good, bad and indifferent throughout the year and on the whole 
have derived considerable satisfaction from this source. The sum- 
mer concerts by the band were especially pleasing, and the Sunday 
singing with organ and full choir is always heartily enjoyed by 
the patients. Sleigh rides, and boat rides on the new steam 
yacht Nautilus were among the diversions. Ball games in which 
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the patients carried off the honors were also occasions of 
-enthusiasm and a "Field Day" with a variety of sports, also 
rejoiced many. Barnum's circus also came along and made happy, 
for the hour, a boat load of patients who> were sent to Geneva 
for the occasion. Dances were also held at near intervals for the 
patients throughofut the year and served to arouse the interest of 
the apathetic, to liven the feelings of the gloomy, and to direct in 
a harmless channel the overflowing activities of the! elated. 

In this connection should be mentioned the completion of Hadley 
Hall which in the future will offer a wide scope for diversions of 
all kindts. It should not be reserved for occasional large enter- 
tainments but its wide expanse of floors should, in all weather 
unfit for out-of-door exercise, be a scene of physical culture and of 
diverting games. Many years ago the writer used for women 
patients, with good effect, wooden wands and dumb-bells and 
light calisthenics practiced in time to music with a great variety 
of pldasing movements taught by a competent teiaeher. Gymnastic 
and calisthenic apparatus could be procured at a (Slight expense 
and daily classes could thus find healthful diver&fon and exercise 
in cold and stormy weather. 

Medical Staff. 

The medical staff of this hospital has undergone many important 
changes during the year embraced in this report. Ohas. W. Pil- 
grim, M. D., formerly first assistant physician at Utiea State 
Hospital, after a service of more than three years as superintend- 
ent of this hospital, suddenly left his place here May 3, 1893, to 
accept a like place of confidence at Hudson Eiver State Hospital, 
and was succeeded in office by Theo. H. Kellogg, M. D., formerly 
medical superintendent of New York City Aisylum for the Insane, 
and late physician in charge of Sanf ord Hall. Dr. Kellogg entered 
upon his duties as medical superintendent May 12, 1893. Thomaa 
E. Bamford, M. D., having served efficiently here as assistant 
physician from October 1, 1890, accepted an increase) of salary 
and a transfer to a like position in Hudson Eiver State Hospital, 
June 14, 1893. The vacancy thus created was filled July 11,

1893, by the appointment, according to civil service rules, of 
Sluedlerick A. Lewis, M. D., as assistant physiciain. After a success- 
ful civil service examination Dr. Frederick E. Bowlby and Dr. 
George F. Kogan began service in tHiis hospital as medical internet 
July 6 and 8, 1893, respectively. Edwin R. Bisliop, M. D., 
having served here continuously and faithfully from May 1, 1889, 
as assistant physician, carried out a long-cherished idea of enter- 
ing private practice, and severed his connection with this los- 
pital August 31, 1893. On September 19, 1893, Henry P. Frost, 
M. D., was promoted to the position vacated by Dr. Bishop, and on 
the same date, the place which, as assistant physician, Dr. Frost 
had held, was filled by the transfer to this institution of George 
Q'Hanlan, M. D., from the medical staff of St, Lawrence State 
Hospital. 

AH these changes, in rapid succession, have increased the 
responsibilities and difficulties of the medical service in this hos- 
pital, but a full sense of this very fact has quickened the energies 
of all the medical officers, and not only has the res mediea suf- 
fered no detriment therefrom, but all branches of the medical 
work have been carried vigorously forward. Among other things 
new prescription records for all the detached medical services 
have been introduced, and hereafter the complete medicinal treat- 
ment of every case will be immediately accessible. 

Employees. 

There have been the usual changes among the employees* who r 
with few exceptions, have discharged their duties with industry 
and faithfulness. 

The work of attendants is very trying and responsible. They 
perform many routine duties and, in addition, must suffer many 
petty trials and annoyances. Attendants should, m far as pos- 
sible, be relieved of certain menial duties, and should devote them- 
selves more especially to the individual care of their patients. 
The scrubbing, house- cleaning and coarser labor could just as 
well be done by women hired especially for the purpose. It is 
mistaken economy to have trained attendants doing this sort of 
work instead of devoting their full energies to the physical and 
mental needs and pensonal relief of their patients. 
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The training school for attendants was continued, and the usual 
lectures by the assistant physicians were given during the year. 
Training schools of this kind are, beyond question, of some advan- 
tage, but the personal qualities of the attendant determine ulti- 
mately his usefulness or worthlessness. Young, strong, healthy 
and constitutionally good-natured and kind persons make the best 
hospital attendants for the insane, and the best schooling for such 
is daily experience on the wards, under the occasional promptings 
and general intelligent direction of a skillful physician.

— The religious wants of the patients of this 
hospital were administered *to during the year by Rev. 0. W. 
MaeNish. Rev. Father O'Connell, Rev. Henry A. Porter, and Rev. 
F. D. Hodgson, Church services were held Sunday afternoons, 
and the sick were waited upon in their hours of trial and words 
of religious cheer were spoken unto them.

APPENDIX. 
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Laws and Regulations Relating to the Insane. 



Change of Name. 
(Chapter 132, Laws of 1890.) 
§ 2. The Willard Asylum for Insane, as the same was authorized 
to be established by chapter 342, Laws of 1865, and the acts 
supplemental thereto, shall hereafter be known and designated as 
the "Willard State Hospital." 

Division of State into Asylum Districts, and the Admission of 

Patients Therefrom. 

In accordance with the provisions of section 1 of chapter 126 
of the Laws of 1890, the Board for the establishment of State 
insane asylum districts and other purposes, has divided the State 
into State insane asylum districts!, assigning to Willard State Hos- 
pital the counties of Allegany, Cayuga, Chemung, Genesee^ Livings- 
ton, Ontario, Orleans^ Schuyler, Seneca^ Steuben, Tompkins^ Wayne, 
Wyoming and Yates. 

(Chapter 126, Laws of 1890.) 

§ 5. Each of the State Asylums for the Insane, shall receive 
patients, whether in an acute or chronic condition of insanity, 
from the district in which the asylum is situated. 

§ 9. In case any insane person, his relatives, guardians or friends 
may desire that he become an inmate of any State asylum situ- 
ated beyond the limits of the district, where he resides, and 
there be sufficient accommodations there to receive him, he may 
be received there in the discretion of the chairman of the State 
CommiMon in Lunacy, and the superintendent of such asylum. 
Any expenses of removal, in such case, must be borne by said 
insane person's guardians, relatives or friends^ as the case may be. 
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Transfer of Insane Patients to State Hospitals. 

The statute having made it the duty of the president of the 
State Commission in Lunacy to prescribe regulations governing 
the transfer of insane patients from one State hospital to another, 
and from their residences or torn poor-housies to State hospitals 
by relatives, friends or public officers, under the provisions of 
sections 8 and 9 of chapter 126 of the Laws of 1890, it has been 
ordered: 

The following rules must be observed by superintendents of 
State hospitals, by all county, city and town officials, also by 
relatives and friends when unaccompanied by a public officer, in 
the removal of insane patients to State hospitals, and in the 
transfer of the same from one State hospital to another : 
I. Patients must) be in a condition of bodily cleanliness. 

II. Patients must not under any circumstances be taken from 
their residences to a poor-house for the purpose of examination 
m to then* sanity. 

III. Patients must be provided with the following: 
(a) One full suit of underclothing. 

(bj One full suit of outer clothing, including* headwear, boots or 
shoes. 

Between the last day of October and the last day of March there 
shall be provided, in addition to the foregoing, a suitable overcoat 
for the men patients and a suitable shawl or cloak for the women 
patients; also gloves or mittens. Considering the great danger, 
always present, of the introduction of contagious or infectious dis- 
eases into institutions where large numbers of people are congre- 
gated, and to avoid, as far as possible, the introduction of such 
diseases by means of wearing apparel, the clothing referred to 
above must, in all cases, be new. But new clothing need not be 
provided where patients are transferred from one institution for 
the care and treatment of the insane to another. 

IV. In traveling by rail, patients must not be compelled to ride 
in smoking or baggage cars, except in the case of men patients 
who may be so violent, profane or obscene as to render their pres- 
ence in ordinary passenger coaches offensive. If any portion of 
the route is to be traversed by team, a co vered conveyance should, 
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unless impossible, be provided. The shortest practicable route 
should be selected; the hour of departure should be timed, so far 
as possible, ais to avoid the necessity of stopping over night on 
the journey and so as not to reach the hospital at an unseasonable 
hour. Whenever practicable a notice, in advance of the coming 
of the patients, should be sent by mail or telegraph to the medical 
superintendent of the hospital. In cases of violent patients 
a sufficient number of attendants should be provided to control 
their actions without resorting to the use of mechanical restraints, 
such as straps, ropes, chains, hand-cuif s, etc. Quieting medicines 
should not be given to such patients except upon the prescription 
of a physician. If it becomes necessary to remain over night, or 
for a number of hours at a station on the route, patients are not 
to be taken to jail, police station or lock-up. Food, in proper 
quantity and quality, and at intervals not exceeding five hours, 
should be provided for patients, but no alcoholic beverages must 
be given unless upon prescription of a physician. Opportunity 
must be afforded for attention to the calls of nature, and the rules 
of decency must be observed. In case of the employment of extra 
attendants in conveying violent patients, care must be taken that 
they are of adult age and of good moral character. The provisions 
of the statute which require that a woman attendant shall accom- 
pany women patients when taken to State hospitals must be 
strictly complied with. 

V. Any violation of the requirements of this order shall be 
promptly reported by the medical superintendent of the hospital 
receiving the patient® to the State Commission in Lunacy. 

Order of Commission in Luna y in the Matter^of Transfer of 
Patients dated September ist, 1893. 

1. The authorities of each State hospital are hereby directed to 
send such number of trained attendants as may be necessary to 
transfer patients, supported at public expense, from their homes, 
or from poor-houses, as the case may be, to said State hospitals. 

2. All transfers of insane patients, as provided by this order, 
must be made in conformity with the rules prescribed in the order 
of the Commission, dated December 1, 1892, and known as 
form 112. 
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3. Patients (supported at public expense shall be transported 
only by such, public officers as are herein named, but relatives or 
friends may transfer or accompany such patients at their own 
expense. 

4. This order shall be in effect on and after October 1, 1893. 

Commitment of Patients. 

(Chapter 446, Laws of 1874.) 

Section 1. Xo person shall be committed to or confined m a 
patient in any asylum, public or private, or in any institution, 
home or retreat for the care and treatment of the insane, except 
upon the certificate of two physicians, under oath, setting forth 
the insanity of such person. But no person shall be held in con- 
finement in any such asylum for more than five days, unless within 
that time such certificate be approved by a judge or justice )f a 
court of record of the county or district in which the alleged 
lunatic resides; and said judge or justice may institute inquiry 
and take proofs as to any alleged lunacy before approving or dis- 
approving of such certificate, and such judge or justice may, in his 
discretion, call a jury in each case to determine the question of 
lunacy. 

'§ 2. It shall not be lawful for any physician to certify to the 
insanity of any person for the purpose of securing his commit- 
ment to an asylum, unless said physician; be of reputable char- 
acter, a graduate of some incorporated medical college, a perma- 
nent resident of the State, and shall have been in the actual 
practice of his profession for at least three years. And such 
qualifications shall be certified to by a judge of any court of record. 
No certificate of insanity shall be made except after a personal 
examination of the party alleged to be insane, and according to 
forms prescribed by the State Commission in Lunacy (these blank 
forms may be obtained free upon application to the State Com- 
mission in Lunacy, county clerks, superintendents of the poor and 
superintendents of asylums or hospitals for the insane), and every 
such certificate shall bear date of not more than ten days prior 
to such commitment 
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§ 3. It shall not be lawful for any physician to certify to the 
insanity of any person for the purpose of committing him to an 
asylum of which the said physician is either the superintendent, 
proprietor, an officer, or a regular professional attendant therein. 

(Chapter 283, Laws of 1889, as amended by chapter 273, Laws of 

1890.) 

§ 7. * * * One year after the date of the passage 
of this act [May 14, 1889], it shall not be lawful for any medical 
examiner ita lunacy to make a certificate of insanity for the 
purpose of committing any person to custody unless a certified 
copy of his certificate has been so filed and its receipt in the 
office of the commission (State Commission in Lunacy), as above 
provided, has been acknowledged. 

These blanks may be obtained free, upon application to the 
State Commission in Lunacy, county clerks, superintendents of 
the poor, and the superintendents of asylums or hospitals for the 
insane. 

In addition to the medical certificate of two physicians sworn 
to and approved by a judge in the county in which the patient 
resides, there must be presented at the time of admission of a 
patient, either an order from the superintendent of the poor, or 
the county judge, or a bond (in case of private patient) guarantee- 
ing the amount charged for care and treatment. 

Admission of Private Patients to the State Hospitals for the 

Insane. 

The following is a copy of the order issued by the State Com- 
mission in Lunacy, in regard to the admission of private patients : 

On and after October 1, 1891, no private or pay patient in any 
State hospital will be permitted to occupy more than one room 
for his or her personal use or behoof, or to command the exclu- 
sive services of an attendant; and, thereafter, there shall be no 
distinction allowed between private and public patients in respect 
to the scale or care and accommodations furnished them. 

Whenever the managers or trustees shall determine that 
vacancies exist, private or pay patients may be admitted by them 
without further restriction, at a rate of compensation not to exceed

ten dollars per week, preference to be given in all cases to patients 
of small or moderate means. 

Transfer of Patients from One Institution to Another. 

At a regular quarterly meeting of the State Commission in 
Lunacy, held at the Capitol, in the city of Albany, July 2, 1890, 
the following order was made: 

I. No inmate shall be transferred from one institution for the 
care and treatment of the insane, to another, except upon the 
f ollowing terms and conditions : 

(a.) An application in writing setting forth the reasons for 
such transfer shall be made to the Commission by the medical 
superintendent or officer in charge of the institution frpm which 
the transfer is sought to be made. 

(b.) An order of transfer in writing, attested by its secretary, 
must be obtained from the Commission. 

(c,) The order of transfer must be filed in the institution from 
which the transfer is made, and a certified copy of the same, 
together with a certified copy of the medical certificate of lunacy, 
must be filed in/ the institution to which the transfer is made. 

(d.) The medical superintendent of the institution to which the 
transfer is made, shall, within ten days after the receipt of the 
patient, notify the Commission of the fact and the date thereof, 
but a copy of the medical certificate of lunacy need not accompany 
the notice. 

II. This order .shall not apply to either of the following cases : 
(a.) Inmates of the State Asylum for Insane Criminals, or 

patients committed upon " criminal orders." 

(b.) Patients ordered transferred by the Commission, upon its 
own motion. 

Discharge of Patients. 

Patients are discharged by the board of trustees) at the regular 
meetings of the board, held on the first Tuesdays of January, 
April, July and September, and at the annual meeting on the 
second Tuesday of December. 

During the intervals between the meetings, patients are dis- 
charged by a committee of the board of trustees, appointed in pur- 
suance to chapter 190, section 2, Laws of 1881. 
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Patients are not discharged by the superintendent. Tlie power 
to discharge patients is vested solely in the board of trustees, in 
pursuance to chapter 178, Laws of 1885, as follows:- 

Section 1. The trustees of the Willard State Hospital, upon the 
medical superintendent's certificate of complete recovery, may 
discharge any patient except one under a criminal charge, or liable 
to be remanded to prison; and they may discharge any patient 
except one under a criminal charge aforesaid, upon the superin- 
tendent's certificate that such patient is harmless, and will prob- 
ably continue so, and is not likely to be improved by further 
treatment in the asylum, to the custody of his or her friends, who 
will present satisfactory evidence that they are able and willing 
to maintain and care for the same properly. They may also dis- 
charge any such patient as aforesaid, whose relatives or friends 
will undertake witih good and approved sureties for his or her 
peaceable behavior, safe custody and comfortable maintenance, 
without further public charge; and the bond of such sureties shall 
be approved by the county judge of the county from which such 
patient was sent, and shall be filed in the county clerk's office of 
said county. Upon the presentation of a certified copy thereof, 
the trustees may discharge such patient; and in all such cases the 
trustees shall forthwith notify the superintendent of the poor of 
the proper county, of such discharge and undertaking. 

Copies of these various blanks will be furnished upon application 
to the superintendent of the hospital. 

Visitation of Patients and of the Hospital, 

I. For the purpose of enablinig the public to obtain a correct 
knowledge of the arrangement and management of a hospital for 
the insane, and of doing so without interf erence with the regular 
duties of the officers, and the transaction of necessaay business, 
visitors, in limited numbers, will be admitted to isuch portions of 
the house as may be occupied by quiet patients, between the hours 
of two amd five in the afternoon of every day of the week, excepting 
Sunday, Saturday and holidays. 
[Assembly, No. 18.] 10 
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II. Exceptions to this rule, may be made in (favor of public 
officers, persons connected with public institutions, and relatives 
of patients. 

III. Visitors will not be permitted toi enter the wards, pass to 
the rear of the building*, or approach the windowis from the outside 
for conversation, unless accompanied by a resident officer. 

IV. The person appointed to conduct visitors through the wards 
will not be permitted to converse about patients by name, or to 
point them out, and visitors are requested to observe an appro- 
priate discretion in this respect. 

V. Persons wishing to see patients, or learn their condition, 
should make inquiry of the superintendent, or one of the assistant 
physicians, at the medical office. As a mile, information concern- 
ing patients will be furnished only to relatives awd public officers. 

Service of Legal Papers upon Insane Patients. 

By direction of the State Commission in Lunacy, the superin- 
tendent oir officer in charge of an institution for the care and 
treatment of the insane, can not permit the service of any legal 
process whatever upon an insane pahVnf , except upon the order < f 
a judge of a court of record, which sho ws that the judge had notice 
of the fasct that the person sought to be served was at the date of 
the order, an inmate of such institution. 

It is also directed, that no insane person be permitted to sign 
any bill, check, draft or other evidence of indebtedness, or to 
execute any contract, deed, mortgage or other legal conveyance, 
except upon the order of a judge of a court of record, which shows 
that the judge had notice of the fact that the person whose signa- 
ture is soiught to be obtained was, at the date of the order, an 
inmate of an institution for the care and treatment of the insane. 

Correspondence, Etc. 

Applical ions for the admission of patients, should, when prac- 
ticable, be made in advance of bringing them to the hospital, and 
each patient should be accompanied by some person competent 
to f urnish a history of the case. 

Letters are not written to friends of patients at stated intervals, 
but only in reply to letters of inquiry, and in case of siicknes® or 
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deatK; it is desirable to have but one eorr^pondent for eacli 

patient. 

The correspondent will be informed by telegraph, in case of 
tihe serious sickness, or in the event of the death of a patient, 
where it is practicable to do so. Remains will be isent by express 
when a guarantee is received from the express aigent that the 
charges for transportation will be paid; otherwise they will be 
appropriately buried in the (hospital cemetery, and the grave 
permanently marked, numbered and recorded. 

All eoirrespotndence concerning patients or the business of the 
hoispitai, (should be addressed to the superintendent.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 



To the Legislature of the State of New York: 

The Trustees of Willard State Hospital have the honor to sub- 
mit "herewith the twenty sixth annual report of this institution for 
the fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 1894, an d also, as supplementary 
thereto, the reports of the Medical Superintendent and of the 
Treasurer for the same period of time. 

Movement of Population and General Results of the Year. 

There were in the hospital October 1, 1893, l >°3 2 men an d 
1,140 women, or a total of 2,172 patients. 

There were admitted during the year ending September, 30, 
^94, 333 men and 350 women, or 683 in all. 

The total number under treatment during the year was 1,365 
men and 1,490 women, or a grand total of 2,855, an d the average 
daily population was 1,013 men and 1,152 women, or a total daily 
average of 2,165 patients resident. 

There were discharged during the year 350 men and 340 
women, or a total of 690 patients. 

There remained October 1, 1894, 1,015 men and 1,150 women, 
making a total of 2,165, which is seven less patients than were 
present at the beginning of the year. 

Although the majority of the patients admitted during the year 
came from other hospitals, asylums, or alms houses, there were 
still more than 25 per cent, that belonged to the curable class, 
and the rate of recoveries on the whole mumber admitted was 
higher than it has been heretofore. These facts serve to empha- 
size the conclusion that this institution should have the same ap- 
pointments for the cure of patients as other hospitals for the in- 
sane. 
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The large number of extremely aged and infirm patients ad- 
mitted during the year accounts largely for the somewhat in- 
creased death rate, but, on the other hand, there is cause for con- 
gratulation that another year has passed without a suicide or other 
fatal accident. 

Financial Status. 

The total receipts of Willard State Hospital during the past 
fiscal year were $341,509.74. The total disbursments during the 
same time were $336,925.85. The balance remaining on hand 
therefore October 1, 1894, was $4,583.89. 

Through strict economy in the purchase of supplies and of all 
other branches of the service, and, also, it is believed through a cer- 
tain good management, a low rate of maintenance has been ob- 
tained. Thus the weekly per capitem cost on current expenditures, 
inclusive of clothing and officers' salaries, has only been during 
the fiscal year elapsed $2,671. 

The actual financial requirements of this hospital for the com- 
ing year will be set forth under another head, and attention is re- 
spectiully invited first to the work completely accomplished dur- 
ing the period embraced in this report. 

General Operations of the Year. 

The general operations of the year include many permanent 
structural improvements and a large amount of general repairs in 
the main hospital and in the various detached buildings. 

A substantial brick building was built to accomodate the electric 
light plant, a large new plant and also the old plant were in- 
stalled therein. An independent line of poles and wires was fur- 
nished and all parts of the institution and also the grounds are 
now lighted by electricity, and the manufacture of gas has been 
abandoned. 

A brick fire department building has been constructed and new 
hose and fire extinguishing apparatus have been purchased. 

Modern patterns of steel ceilings have been procured in many 
of the wards in which the plaster was ready to fall. Extensive 
repairs were made to the main suction pipe in Seneca lake which 
is the chief source of water supply to the hospital. 
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New steam boilers were procured for detached building No. 
I and several boilers were repaired. 

A tile floor was laid in the laundry and a Tobey heater pur- 
chased for the same. 

Three large fire escapes were erected on the North and South 
wings of the main building. 

A half a mile of cement walk was laid. 

A large amount of broad gauge railroad track was constructed, 
and a train service to Willard station established, and tressels for 
the delivery of coal at the various detached buildings were com- 
pleted. 

Many betterments in the main hospital and in the detached 
groups of buildings were accomplished, and, for a more full ac- 
count of these, reference is respectfully made to the Medical Sup- 
erintendent's report. 



The increasing number of acute cases admitted to this hospital, 
the over-crowding on the wards, the fact that this hospital was 
not built in the first place with reference to their care and trsat- 
ment, and that the provision for them is not such as modern ideas 
demand, leads to the appeal here made for means to construct a 
hospital, especially designed for acute cases, to be of brick, two 
stories in height, and to be erected for $25,000, for about fifty in- 
mates. 

The reasons for other requirements of smaller amounts would 
seem to be set forth with sufficient fullness in the Superintendent's 
report, to which reference is again respectfully made. 

All of the items, therefore, in the following list of requirements 
have received our careful consideration, and as they are all 
deemed advisable and needful an urgent request is made that the 
full amounts named for them may be granted.

At the close of the fiscal year, September 28, 1894, Hon, F. O. 
Mason resigned his position as Trustee of this hospital. His ser - 
vices had been efficiently rendered through a period of twenty-five 
years, and his resignation was a decided loss to the hospital. 
Another faithful officer, who has given his valuable services dur- 
ing the same length of time, is Dr. S. R. Welles, who resigned his 
position as Trustee soon after the close of the year. 

Important changes occurred in the medical staff of this hospi- 
tal during the year. Dr. Alexander Nellis, Jr., first assistant phy- 
sician, who had for seventeen years faithfully served this institu- 
tion, died December 27, 1893. Dr. Edwin R. Bishop filled the 
vacancy for a few months, and Dr. H. P. Frost was then appoint- 
ed to the position September 15, 1894. Dr. S. F. Mellen was ap- 
pointed second assistant physician September 15, 1894. Dr. 
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Emma Putnam having resigned, Dr. Caroline L. Bristol was ap- 
pointed woman physician March 22, 1894. 

In conclusion, we would commend the Medical Superintendent, 
the medical staff, and the officers and employees generally, for a 
faithful discharge of their arduous. duties.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 



To the Trustees of Willard State Hospital: 

Gentlemen: In accordance with custom and legal require- 
ment, this report of Willard State Hospital for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1894, is respectfully submitted, with statis- 
tical tables. 1. 

Movement of Population and General Results. 

There remained in this Hospital October 1, 1893, io 3 2 men 
and 1,140 women, making a total of 2,172 patients. 

There were admitted during the year ending September 30, 
1894, 333 men and 350 women, making a total of 683 admissions. 

The whole number under treatment, therefore, during the year 
was 1,365 men and 1,490 women, or a total of 2,855. 

The daily average population was 1,013 men an d 1,152 women 
which makes a total daily average of 2,165 patients resident. 

There were discharged during the year 690 patients, 350 men 
and 340 women. 

Of those discharged 38 men and 32 women, or in all 70, had re- 
covered, and 221 men and 180 women, or a total of 401, had not 
recovered, and 91 men and 128 women died. 

j There remained 1,015 men an< ^ M50 women or a total of 2,165 
patients October 1, 1894. 

It thus appears that 17 fewer men and 10 more women were 
present in this Hospital on the last than on the first day of the 
year here reported. 

The smallest uumber of inmates present any day of the year 
was 2,127 and the largest number was 2,188, and the daily aver- 
age population for the year, as above given, was 2,165. 

Facts about the admissions. — Of the 683 cases admitted during 
the year 247 were brought from their homes; 231 were trans- 
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ferred from Erie County Asylum and 147 from New York State 
Hospitals; 23 were received from alms houses; 16 came from 
jails and 10 from New York State Soldiers' and Sailors' Home; 
6 were from private institutions, 2 from health cures and I from 
a general hospital. 

Of the 683 patients admitted 332 men and 347 women, or a 
total of 679, were public, and 1 man and 3 women, or 4 in all, 
were private. 

Of those admitted only 1 was under fifteen years of age and 12 
were over eighty years, and the decade from forty to fifty con- 
tained the largest number, and that from fifty to sixty the second 
largest proportion of those received during the year. 

Rate of recoveries, — Most of the admissions for the year were 
chronic cases of insanity received from other institutions for the 
insane, and 74 per cent, of them were practically incurable. The 
actual recovery rate calculated on the 26 per cent, of curable ad- 
missions was within a fraction of 40 per cent., whereas the rate of 
recoveries figured on the total number admitted for the year was 
only 10.25 per cent, for the reason above mentioned. This is a 
more favorable recovery rate than has heretofore been attained in 
this hospital. 

Facts about the discharges. — Forty- nine men and 50 women, or 
99 of those discharged, went directly from this hospital to their 
homes; 173 men and 141 women, or 314 in all, were transferred 
to other State hospitals for the insane; 28 male and 21 female 
patients were sent to the Onieda State Custodial Asylum ; 8 in- 
mates eloped during the year, and one went to a private hospital 
for the insane. 

A number of paroles have been granted during the year and it 
would be well if there were some statutory provision for a system 
of paroles, which would doubtless prove valuable tentative and 
curative measures for patients in certain stages of convalescence 
and during lucid intervals. 

Deaths. — The total number of deaths was 2 19, numbering 91 
men and 128 women. The percentage of deaths on the average 
daily population was 10. 1 per cent. The great number of infirm 
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and aged patients sent here from other institutions accounts chief- 
ly for the fact that this death-rate is larger than usual. One hun- 
dred and fifty-six of those admitted were between sixty and nine- 
ty years of age and 24 per cent, of the total number of deaths was 
from among those transferred here during the year in a state of 
decrepitude. 

It is of interest to note that diseases of the lungs figure largely 
the world over as causes of death among the insane, and that 41 
per cent, of all the deaths in this hospital during the year arose 
from pulmonary affections, and that phthisis pulmonalis alone ac- 
counted for 19 per cent, of the total number of deaths. 

It speaks well for the faithful care given inmates of this hospital 
that no suicide or fatal accident occurred during the entire year, 
although out of the total number of 2,855 patients treated many 
had active suicidal and homicidal tendencies. This is the second 
year that there has been an entire immunity from fatal events of 
this kind, which would certainly have been precipitated had atten- 
dants, who literally stood guard over the lives of patients, relaxed 
their attention even for a brief space of time. 

Structural Improvements Accomplished. 

Hadley Hall. — Fire extinguishing apparatus and a water sup- 
ply for the same have been provided in the auditorium and on the 
stage, and electric light fixtures have been supplied, and various 
minor improvements have been made and the hall has been used 
during the year for religious services and amusements, with great 
satisfaction to the patients. 

Steel ceilings. — The policy of replacing the worn out ceilings 
of this hospital by tasteful steel ceilings has been continued. 

Modern steel ceilings have been purchased for the following 
wards: North wing of Main Building, wards 2, 3 and 8; South 
wing, ward 3. At D. B. 4, North, South and officers' dining rooms. 
At D. B. 3, North and South dining rooms. At D. B. 1, wards 6, 
7 and 8. At fire department building in the engine and hose room 
and in the repair shop. This most desirable and permanent form 
of structural improvement will be continued until there has been 
a complete renewal of ceilings. 
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Electric Light Plant. — A commodious brick structure especially 
planned for the purpose has been completed and an adequate 
electric light plant has been installed therein and the old plant 
has been moved to it, and, working in harmony with the new one, 
gives the whole institution and the grounds perfect illumination, 
and the old gas plant has been abandoned. The central brick 
structure itself has been heated, lighted and connection has 
been made between its boilers and pumping station No. 2, the 
structure of which has been raised to a level of the surrounding 
grounds, which have been graded. No improvement during the 
year has been a source of more general satisfaction than the in- 
stallation of the electric light plant. 

Suction Pipe. — The defects which were discovered at the close 
of the last fiscal year in the 1,300 feet of suction pipe in the lake 
were remedied, and now that repairs have been made in the main 
pump, a successful supply is furnished of lake water, taken so far 
out as to be beyond sources of contamination. 

Baths, Closets. — At detached buildings 3 and 4, in the centre, 
new bath tubs and water closet fixtures were furnished. 

Boilers. — Apart from two new boilers at D. B. 1, there was a 
partial renewal of boiler flues at D. B. 2, and the boilers at the 
Steward's house were repaired, and the one at the old Assembly 
Hall reset. 

Laundry. — A tile floor has been laid in the soiled clothes room. 
The bearings of sixteen washing machines have been renewed, 
and the lack of a sufficient supply of hot water has been attended 
to by the purchase of a Tobey heater of large size. 

Fire Department. — A brick building for a central fire station has 
been completed on the general plan of city fire stations. The 
first floor has a place for our fire-engine with contiguous stalls for 
horses ; a place for the large chemical engine and one for hook 
and ladder and hose carts ; a hose tower ; and a seperate repair- 
shop. The second story has a sitting-room, store-room and sleep- 
ing departments communicating with the first floor by stairs and 
pole-slide. A new hose cart and rubber lined hose have been 
provided with other fire-extinguishing apparatus. 
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Fire escapes. — Three iron fire-escapes of spacious and practical 
pattern have been erected to the third story of the Main Building. 
Two being placed on the female and one on the male side of the 
house. 

Cement Walk. — A cement walk, solid, even and well made in 
all regards, has been laid from the Main hospital to the Branch 
gate on the North side of the road. This is a most desirable im- 
provement, affording a good promenade in all weather, so that re- 
turning walking parties no longer need to meet those going out 
from the direction of the Main building. 

Pumping Station. — The pumping station building at the main 
reservoir has been raised by a stone foundation to a level with the 
new grading about the electric light plant. 

Structural Improvements Needed. 

Hospital for Acute Cases. — All modern authorities on hospitals 
for the insane declare with one accord that a specially construct- 
ed building should be provided for the acute cases. The propor- 
tion of acute cases is constantly increasing in this hospital and 
such cases have now to be distributed, to the discomfort of the 
other patients, among the various wards not originally adapted 
for them. 

An urgent appeal should be made for an appropriation of $25,- 
000 for a two story brick structure especially arranged for the ac- 
commodotion, classification and treatment of the acute cases. 
This new hospital structure should have a capacity for at least 
fifty inmates. 

General Storehouse. — The general supplies of this whole institu- 
tion have heretofore, for the want of a convenient and more ap- 
propriate place, been largely stored in the basements of the cen- 
ter building and of its North and South wings, so that the air 
heated in these basements before being conducted to the wards 
for patients suffers some deterioration. In order to remove this 
important sanitary defect and to provide a proper place 
for the preservation and classification of the supplies of this hos- 
pital, an appropriation of $4,000 should be sought for the con- 
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struction of a general storehouse, well planned and conveniently 
located, for the purposes above mentioned. 

Main Suction Pipe. — The winds and stormy waves and power- 
ful under currents have no effect on the four hundred feet of cast 
iron pipe, but the remainder of the suction pipe of spiral riveted 
steel has been repeatedly broken in many places by these turbu- 
lent forces. This nine hundred feet of steel pipe must be replaced 
by one of cast iron, otherwise the main supply of water will be 
precarious and subject to sudden interruptions or complete failure. 
An appropriation of $4,000 should be sought for the purchase and 
the expense of the laying of nine hundred feet of cast iron pipe 
like that already in use. 

Boat House. — The experience of the last Winter's storms proves 
that it will be in the interest of economy to construct a boat house 
for the complete protection of the steam yacht, and the request of 
last year for $1,000 for this purpose should be repeated. 

Drainage, Cementing and Ventilation of Basements. — In several 
of the buildings of this institution the basements are much of the 
time damp instead of perfectly dry as should be locations in which 
air is heated for the use of patients. In these places there is an- 
other defect of hospital sanitation inasmuch as the ventilation is 
imperfect. In basements in direct line of a natural water-shed 
from a hill side, as at D. B. 2 and D. B. 4, outside ditching and 
tile draining will be necessary. The floors of these basements 
should then be cemented, ventilating shafts introduced, radia- 
tors housed in, and if need be some forced system of changing 
the air provided. This plan should be carried out in the main 
center basement also, if the petition for a main store house be 
granted, so that the stores can be removed from the center build- 
ing, which, when heated, has an imperfect renewal of air. At 
least $5,000 should be sought for this most important hygienic re- 
quirement of drainage, cementing and ventilation of basements. 

R. R. Landing Stations. — The various daily supplies are con- 
veyed by rail to the several detached buildings and are landed, in 
stormy weather, necessarily unprotected and liable to damage. 
Landing stations, cheaply but securely built, should be provided at 
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each of the detached buildings, and five of these could be com- 
pleted for $2,000, which is the amount to be asked for the above 
object. 

Shoe-Rooms. — One room on each ward at D. B. 1 is used for 
the shoes of the men, many of whom work out-of-doors. Eight 
rooms in all at D. B. 1 thus used will be saved for the use of pa- 
tients by the construction of two outside shoe-rooms, which will 
prove both hygienic and economical. One thousand dollars will 
be needed for this purpose. 

Steel Ceilings. — The steel ceilings recently introduced in this 
hospital have given great satisfaction. They are more safe, dur- 
able, economical in the end, and ornamental as well, and they 
should be used as fast as the old ceilings fall or become unsafe, 
and $2,000 should be requested for the renewal of ceilings in this 
way during the coming year. 

Dock Repairs. — The docks at the steamboat landing have long 
resisted the violence of the lake storms and they greatly need 
thorough repairs and partial rebuilding. There will be much new 
lumber needed and in places new piles will have to be driven and 
for this object $1,200 will be required. Also $500 should be 
asked for the building of a dock on the opposite side of the lake 
at the State sand bank which is a valuable piece of hospital prop- 
erty. 

Cement Sidewalks — There is great need of a cement walk from 
the main building to D. B. 2 and to D. B. 4 as the road over which 
the women patients in these places now have to pass is wet and 
muddy much of the time. Around the Branch also more cement 
walk would be most desirable that the women there might walk 
out more frequently on dry and secure ways without descending 
the steep grade, which is not without danger for the aged class at 
the Branch. An appropriation of $2,000 should be requested for 
this structural improvement. 

New Bam. — There is not sufficient barn room for the shelter 
of stock, and a properly constructed barn cellar for the safe stor- 
age of fruits and vegetables is especially required. Such a barn 
as is required for these purposes could be completed for $2,000 
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and this item, among others, it is hoped will be granted in the sup- 
ply bill. 

Cold Storage — There is nothing in the whole range of hospital 
hygiene of more vital importance than the proper preservation of 
food supplies. This is especially true here where the daily pur- 
veyance is for a small army of about two thousand and six hun- 
dred people for whom vast quanities of food have to be purchased 
at once, according to the best opportunity or market facility offer- 
ed. An approppriation of $6,000 should be asked for a complete 
modern system of cold storage. If properly installed, it will prove 
a positive economy and a great sanitary improvement, and this is 
affirmed after careful examination into the subject. The cold 
storage could be conveniently located just east of the main ice 
house in which the room given up to provisions is much needed 
for additional ice storage. 

Hog Bam and Slaughter House — The same urgency as men- 
tioned last year exists for the building of a new hog barn and 
slaughter house at a safe distance from the buildings occupied by 
patients. The actaul income to this institution from the rearing 
of swine is too great to be abandoned, and another request should 
be made for the $6,000 necessary for the building of a new hog 
barn and breeding pens on a site far removed from the present 
one. 

Tile Floors. — Tile floors are clean, durable and eventually 
economical, and they are now greatly needed in the kitchens 
of D. B. 1 and of the Infirmary, and also in many of the toilet 
rooms and water sections of this hospital. An appropriation of 
$2,000 could be most advantageously expended for this impor- 
tant requirement. 

Turkish Bath — In all parts of the civilized world hydrotherapy 
in insanity is coming into favor. Having written a monograph 
on this subject, after an extensive trial of various forms of water 
cure among the insane in hospitals in this country, the writer 
does not hesitate to declare the Turkish bath as of the utmost 
value in the treatment of mental diseases. A most practical sub- 
division of labor might be made by the bathing of a majority of 
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the patients by specially skilled persons at a central bathing es- 
tablishment, thus saving the loss of a large part of one day in the 
week on all of the wards and the work would be vastly better done 
and the results altogether more satisfactory. The basement of 
Hadley Hall presents a favorable location for the Turkish bath for 
the establishing of which it is hoped that $5,000 will be granted. 

Engine Lathe and Drill Press — It is often necessary to send to 
a distance at extra expense to get work done which could be ac- 
complished here if the above machinery were furnished. One 
Reed's engine lathe can be purchased for $400, and one drill 
press can be had for $100, which items are to be entered as need- 
ed on the appropriation list. 

R. R. Rails and Ties. — The purchase of a new and heavier en- 
gine makes it necessary to lay heavier rails. There are needed 
19,980 lineal feet of steel rails, 2,000 white oak ties and five com- 
plete switches and other material which in all will require a spec- 
ial appropriation of $7,500, which may be regarded as almost in- 
dispensable. 

Iron Gates, Posts and Fence. — To prevent the hospital grounds 
from being used as a public drive, an appropriation of $500 should 
again be sought for iron gates, posts and fence to complete the 
enclosure, as the stone posts have already been put in place. 

Horse Barn Repairs. — The main horse barn has been neglected 
for years, so far as repairs are concerned, and $750 will be re- 
quired to put it in good coadition. 

Relay Armature. — Large electric light plants ordinarily have a 
relay armature. In case of an accident, serious inconvenience 
would be experienced if such an extra armature were not provid- 
ed for our electric plant. The appropriation needed in this in- 
stance is $500. 

Electric Motor Fans. — In the summer the heat in the kitchens, 
in the laundry and in the tailor shop, is almost too great to admit 
of the employment of patients in these places, but the introduc- 
tion of electric motor fans acting on the exhaust principal would 
render the air comparatively comfortable. The power to run these 
fans can readily be furnished by the electric plant and the only 
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expense will be the first cost of the fans which can be set going 
in all the places named for $1,000, which, it is trusted, will be 
allowed as the work performed by the patients in these locations 
is of great value to the hospital. 

Fire-Escapes. — An appropriation of $800 is desired for a broad 
and practical fire-escape like those now in use on the main build- 
ing. This fire-escape is to be for the North wing and in connec- 
tion with it there will be the expense of the cutting through the 
wall and of the furnishing of doors of exit into the landings of the 
second and third stories. 

General Minor Repairs — In an institution of this magnitude in- 
habited by many destructive patients, and subject to unusual wear 
and tear, there is need of daily repairs in the way of plastering, 
painting, glazing, carpentering and pipe-fitting. There is no fund 
upon which to draw to meet these little emergencies as they arise 
and which in the aggregate call for a considerable outlay of money. 
Five thousand dollars should therefore be requested for general 
minor repairs. 

Occupation. 

True happiness lies in the exercise of one's faculties of mind 
and body. The insane, like those of sound mind, never seem so 
contented as when engaged in some useful occupation. After the 
more acute symptoms of mental disorder h^ve subsided work in 
the open air is a soverign remedy. Like all things powerful for 
good, it is also potent for evil, and excessive occupation of insane 
patients is more dangerous than absolute idleness, and the golden 
mean is what the wise physician will strive to observe. 

More than 50 per cent, of all the patients of this hospital have 
been daily employed in some useful way as shown by the daily re- 
cords of occupation kept on the various wards. 

Diversions. 

Men are but " children of a larger growth," "pleased with a bub- 
ble and tickled with a straw," and the insane especially are often 
easily diverted. 

Systematic efforts have been made during the past year to pro- 
vide a great variety of diversions for the inmates of this hospital. 
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During the Summer there were ball games once a week and an oc- 
casional match-game, with much enthusiasm over the victorious 
hospital nine. The steam yacht, Nautilus, also carried many hap- 
py loads of patients upon the lake, and even as far as Geneva to 
attend the circus. One whole afternoon was given up to field 
sports, and the Fourth of July was celebrated by a general picnic. 
During the Winter professional actors were engaged to give plays 
every week or two, and a weekly dance was one of the features of 
entertainment for the patients. There has been a daily school for 
both sexes, and coeducation seems to be their preference. 

Music has tried its charms not altogether in vain, and frequent 
vocal and instrumental concerts have livened the thoughts of 
many, and the hospital band, in their weekly Summer serenades, 
discoursed sounds more or less sweet to attentive ears. 

Hadley Hall, with its broad floors, handsome stage and scenery 
and brilliant electric lights, has brought delight to many patients, 
and it is destined to be a shrine of happiness to which these un- 
fortunate ones will journey for many years to come. 

Medical Staff. 

The changes which have taken place in the medical staff during 
the year are of great importance. Dr. Alexander Nellis, Jr., who 
had rendered such long and faithful service in this hospital, as 
first assistant physician, died Dec. 27, 1893. This is not the place 
for an obituary or panegyric of Dr. Nellis, who, like other depart- 
ed ones, is best judged by his works which survive him. Dr. 
Edwin R. Bishop replaced Dr. Nellis from March 19, to June 26, 
1894, at which date he retired from service in this institution and 
entered private practice. Dr. H. P. Frost was appointed first as- 
sistant physician Sept. 15, 1894, at which date he stood highest 
on the competitive civil service list of eligible candidates for the 
position. Dr. S. F. Mellen was promoted to the position of second 
assistant physician Sept. 15, 1894. Dr. Emma Putnam left the 
service March 21, 1894, and Dr. Caroline L. Bristol began duty 
as woman physician at this hospital March 22, 1894. 

Employees. 

The employees of this hospital deserve special credit for the 
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patience and faithfulness with which they have discharged the 
many trying duties of their positions. It is true, that some have 
proved recreant to their trust but the breaches of order and disci- 
pline have been comparatively few, 

An unusual interest has been taken in the Training School for 
Nurses in which a full course of lectures has been delivered during 
the year. Nine graduates received certificates at the final exer- 
cises June 27, 1894, on which occasion a most interesting address 
was delivered by Hon. F. O. Mason of Geneva, N. Y. The trus- 
tees also substantially endorsed the Training School by a resolu- 
tion conferring additional pay on all Training School graduates 
who remain in the employ of the hospital.

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LAWS AND REGULATIONS RELATING TO 
THE INSANE. 



Change of Name. 

{Chapter 132, Laws of 1890.) 

§ 2. The Willard Asylum for Insane, as the same was authorized to be estab- 
lished by Chapter 342, Laws of 1865, and the acts supplemental thereto, shall 
hereafter be known and designated as the " Willard State Hospital ". 

Division of State into Asylum Districts, and the Admission of Patients Therefrom. 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 1, of Chapter 126 of the Laws of 
1890, the Board for the establishment of State insane asylum districts and 
other purposes, has divided the State into State insane asylum districts, as- 
signing to Willard State Hospital the counties of Allegany, Cayuga, Chemung, 
Genesee, Livingston, Ontario, Orleans, Schuyler, Seneca, Steuben, Tompkins, 
Wayne, Wyoming and Yates. 

{Chapter 126, Laws of 1890. ) 

§ 5. Each of the State Asylums for the Insane, shall receive patients, wheth- 
er in an acute or chronic condition of insanity, from the district in which the 
asylum is situated. 

§ 9. In case any insane person, his relatives, guardians or friends may de- 
sire that he become an inmate of any State Asylum situated beyond the limits 
of the district where he resides, and there be sufficient accommodations there 
to receive him, he may be received th^re in the discretion of the chairman of 
the State Commission in Lunacy, and the Superintendent of such asylum. 
Any expenses of removal, in such case, must be borne by said insane person's 
guardians, relatives or friends, as the case may be : 

Transfer of Insane Patients to State Hospitals. 

The statute having made it the duty of the President of the State Commis- 
sion in Lunacy to prescribe regulations governing the transfer of insane pa- 
tients from one State Hospital to another, and from their residences or from 
poor-houses to State Hospitals by relatives, friends or public officers, under the 
provisions of sections eight and nine of chapter one hundred and twenty-six of 
the laws of one thousand, eight hundred and ninety, it has been ordered ; 

The following rules must be observed by superintendents of State Hospitals, 
by all county, city and town officials, also by relatives and friends when unac- 
companied by a public officer, in the removal of insane patients to State Hospi- 
tals, and in the transfer of the same from one State Hospital to another : 

I. Patients must be in a condition of bodily cleanliness 

II Patients must not under any circumstances be taken from their residen- 
ces to a poor-house for the purpose of examination as to their sanity 
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III. Patients must be provided with the following : 
{a) One full suit of underclothing. 

(b) One full suit of outer clothing, including head wear, boots or shoes 
Between the last day of October and the last day of March, there shall be 
provided, in addition to the foregoing, a suitable overcoat for the men patients 
and a suitable shawl or cloak for the women patients; also gloves or mittens. 
Considering the great danger, always present, of the introduction of contagious 
or infectious diseases into institutions where large numbers of people are con- 
gregated, and to avoid, as far as possible, the introduction of such diseases by 
means of wearing apparel, the clothing referred to above must in all cases be 
new. But new clothing need not be provided where patients are transferred 
from one institution for the care and treatment of the insane to another. 

IV. In traveling by rail patients must not be compelled to ride in smoking 
or baggage cars, except in the case of men patients who may be so violent, pro- 
fane or obscene as to render their presence in ordinary passenger coaches of- 
fensive. If any portion of the route is to be traversed by team, a covered con- 
veyance should, unless impossible, be provided. The shortest practicable route 
should be selected; the hour of departure should be timed, so far as possible, as 
to avoid the necessity of stopping over night on the journey and so as not to 
reach the hospital at an unseasonable hour. Whenever practicable, a notice in 
advance of the coming of the patients should be sent by mail or telegraph, to 
the Medical Superintendent of the Hospital. In cases of violent patients a suf- 
ficient number of attendants should be provided to control their actions without 
resorting to the use of mechanical restraints, such as straps, ropes, chains, hand- 
cuffs, etc. Quieting medicines should not be given to such patients except upon 
the prescription of a physician. If it becomes necessary to remain over night, 
or for a number of hours at a station on the route, patients are not to be taken 
to jail, police station, or lock-up. Food in proper quantity and quality, and at 
intervals not exceeding five hours, should be provided for patients, but no alco- 
holic beverages must be given unless upon prescription of a physician Oppor- 
tunity must be afforded for attention to the calls of nature, and the rules of de- 
dency must be observed. In case of the employment of extra attendants in 
conveying violent patients, care must be taken that they are of adult age and of 
good moral character. The provisions of the statute which require that a wo- 
man attendant shall accompany women patients when taken to State Hospitals 
must be strictly complied with. 

V. Any violation of the requirements of this order shall be promptly report- 
ed by the Medical Superintendent of the Hospital receiving the patients, to the 
State Commission in Lunacy. 

Order of Commission in Lunacy in Hatter of Transfer of Patients dated Septem- 
ber 30, 1893. 

I. The authorities of each State hospital are hereby directed to send such 
number of trained attendants as may be necessary to transfer patients, support- 
ed at public expense, from their homes, or from poor-houses, as the case may 
be, to said State hospitals. 

II. All transfers of insane patients, as provided by this order, must be made 
in conformity with the rules prescribed in the order of the Commission, dated 
December 1, 1892, and known as form 112. 
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III. Patients supported at public expense shall be transported only by such 
public officers as are herein named, but relatives or friends may transfer or ac- 
company such patients at their own expense. 

IV. This order shall be in effect on and after October I, 1893. 

Commitment of Patients. 
{Chapter 446 Laws of 1874,) 

Section i. No person shall be committed to or confined as a patient in any 
asylum, public or private, or in any institution, home or retreat for the care and 
treatment of the insane, except upon the certificate of two physicians, under 
oath, setting forth the insanity of such person. But no person shall be held in 
confinement in any such asylum for more than five days, unless within that 
time such certificate be approved by a judge or justice of a court of record of the 
county or district in which the alleged lunatic resides, and said judge or justice 
may institute inquiry and take proofs as to any alleged lunacy before approving 
or disapproving of such certificate, and such judge or justice may, in his dis- 
cretion, call a jury in each case to determine the question of lunacy. 

§ 2. It shall not be lawful for any physician to certify to the insanity of any 
person for the purpose of securing his commitment to an asylum, unless said 
physician be of reputable character, a graduate of some incorporated Medical 
College, a permanent resident of the State, and shall have been in the actual 
practice of his profession for at least three years. And such qualifications shall 
be certified to by a judge of any court of record No certificate of insanity 
shall be made except after a personal examination of the party alleged to be 
insane, and according to forms precribed by the State Commission in Lunacy 
(these blank forms may be obtained free upon application to the State Commis- 
sion m Lunacy, county clerks, superintendents of the poor and superintendents 
of asylums or hosp tals for the insane), and every such certificate shall bear 
date of not more than ten days prior to such commitment. 

§ 3. It shall not be lawful for any physcian to certify to the insanity of any 
person for the purpose of committing him to an asylum of which the said phy- 
sician is either the Superintendent, Proprietor, an Officer, or a regular profess- 
ional attendant therein. 

{Chapter 283, Laws of 1889, as amended by Chapter 273, Laws of 1890.) 

§ 7. * * * * One year after the date of the passage of this act 
[May 14, 1889]. it shall not be lawful for any Medical Examiner in Lunacy to 
make, a certificate of insanity for the purpose of committing any person to cus- 
tody unless a certified copy of his certificate has been so filed and its receipt in 
the Office of the Commission (State Commission in Lunacy) as above provided, 
has been acknowledged. 

These blanks may be obtained free, upon application to the State Commis- 
sion in Lunacy, county clerks, superintendents of the poor, and the superin- 
tendents of asylums or hospitals for the insane. 

In addition to the medical certificate of two physician's, sworn to and appro- 
ved by a judge in the county in which the patient resides, there must be pre- 
sented at the time of admission of a patient, either an order from the superin- 
tendent of the poor, or the county judge, or a bond (in case of private patient), 
guaranteeing the amount charged for care and treatment. 

Admission of Private Patients to the State Hospitals for the Insane. 

The following is a copy of the order issued by the State Commission in Lun- 
acy, in regard to the admission of private patients: 

On and after October 1, 1891, no private or pay patient in any State hospital 
will be permitted to occupy more than one room for his or her personal use or 
behoof, or to command the exclusive services of an attendant; and, thereafter. 
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there shall be no distinction allowed between private and public patients in re- 
spect to the scale or care and accomodations furnished them. 

Whenever the managers or trustees shall determine that vacancies exist, pri- 
vate or pay patients may be admitted by them without further restriction, at a 
rate of compensation not to exceed ten dollars per week, preference to be given 
in all cases to patients of small or moderate means. 

Transfer of Patients from One Institution to Another. 

At a regular quarterly meeting of the State Commission in Lunacy, held at 
the Capitol, in the City of Albany, July 2, 1890, the following order was made. 

I. No inmate shall be transferred from one institution for the care and treat- 
ment of the insane, to another, except upon the following terms and conditions: 

(a) An application in writing setting forth the reasons for such transfer shall 
be made to the Commission by the Medical Superintendent or officer in charge 
of the institution from which the transfer is sought to be made. 

(b) An order of transfer in writing, attested by its Secretary, must be obtain- 
ed from the Commission. 

(c) The order of transfer must be filed in the institution from which the trans- 
fer is made, and a certified copy of the same, together with a certified copy of 
the Medical Certificate of Lunacy, must be filed in the institution to which the 
transfer is made. 

{d) The Medical Superintendent of the institution to which the transfer is 
made, shall, within ten days after the receipt of the patient, notify the Comm s- 
sion of the fact and the date thereof, but a copy of the Medical Certificate of 
Lunacy need not accompany the notice. 

II. This order shall not apply to either of the following cases. 

{a) Inmates of the State Asylum for Insane Criminals, or patients commit- 
ted upon " criminal orders." 

(6) Patients ordered transferred by the Commission, upon its own motion. 
Discharge of Patients. 

Patients are discharged by the Board of Trustees at the regular meetings of 
the board, held on the first Tuesdays of January, April, July, and September, 
and at the Annual meeting on the second Tuesday of December. 

During the intervals between the meetings, patients are discharged by a com- 
mittee of the Board of Trustees, appointed in pursuance to chapter 190, Section 
2, Laws of 1881. 

Patients are not discharged by the Superintendent. The power to discharge 
patients is vested solely in the Board of Trustees, In pursuance to Chapter 178, 
Laws of 1885, as follows. 

Section 1. The Trustees of the Willard State Hospital, upon the Medical 
Superintendent's certificate of complete recovery, may discharge any patient ex- 
cept one under a criminal charge, or liable to be remanded to prison; and they 
may discharge any patient except one under a criminal charge aforesaid, upon 
the Superintendent's certificate that such patient is harmless, and will probably 
continue so, and is not likely to be improved by further treatment in the Asy- 
lum, to the custody of his or her friends, who will present satisfactory evidence 
that they are able and willing to maintain and care for the same properly. 
They may also discharge any such patient as aforesaid, whose relatives or friends 
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will undertake with good and approved sureties for his or her peaceable beha- 
vior, safe custody and comfortable maintenance, without further public charge; 
and the bond of such sureties shall be approved by the County Judge of the 
county from which such patient was sent, and shall be filed in the County 
Clerk's Office of said county. Upon the presentation of a certified copy thereof, 
the Trustees may discharge such patient; and in all such cases the Trustees 
shall forthwith notify the Superintendent of the Poor of the proper county, of 
such discharge and undertaking. 

Copies of these various blanks will be furnished upon application to the Super- 
intendent of the Hospital, 

Visitation of Patients and of the Hospital. 

I. . For the purpose of enabling the public to obtain a correct knowledge of 
the arrangement and management of a Hospital for the Insane, and of doing so 
without interference with the regular duties of the officers, and the transaction 
of necessary business, visitors, in limited numbers, will be admitted to such 
portions of the house as may be occupied by quiet patients, between the hours 
of two and five in the afternoon of every day of the week, excepting Sunday, 
Saturday and Holidays. 

II. Exceptions to this rule, may be made in favor of public officers, persons 
connected with public institutions, and relatives of patients. 

III. Visitors will not be permitted to enter the wards, pass to the rear of the 
building, or approach the windows from the outside for conversation, unless ac- 
companied by a resident officer. 

IV. The person appointed to conduct visitors through the wards will not be 
permitted to converse about patients by name, or to point them out, and visitors 
are requested to observe an appropriate discretion in this respect. 

V. Persons wishing to see patients, or learn their condition, should make in- 
quiry of the Superintendent, or one of the Assistant Physicians, at the Medical 
Office. As a rule, information concerning patients will be furnished only to rel- 
atives and public officers. 

Service of Legal Papers upon Insane Patients. 

By direction of the State Commission in Lunacy, the Superintendent or officer 
in charge of an institution for the care and treatment of the insane' cannot per- 
mit the service of any legal process whatever upon any insane patient, except 
upon the order of a Judge of a Court of Record, which shows that the Judge had 
notice of the fact that the person sought to be served was at the date of the or- 
der, an inmate of such institution. 

It is also directed, that no insane person be permitted to sign any bill, check, 
draft, or other evidence of indebtedness, or to execute any contract, deed, mort- 
age or other legal conveyance, except upon the order of a Judge of a Court of 
Record, which shows that the Judge had notice of the fact that the person whose 
signature is sought to be obtained was at the date of the order, an inmate of an 
institution for the care and treatment of the insane 

Correspondence, etc. 

Applications for the admission of patients should, when practicable, be made 
in advance of bringing them to the Hospital, and each patient should be accom- 
panied by some person competent to furnish a history of the case. 
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Letters are not written to friends of patients at stated intervals, but only in re- 
ply to letters of inquiry, and in case of sickness or death^ it is desirable to have 
but one correspondent for each patient, 

The correspondent will be informed by telegraph in case of the serious sick- 
ness, or in the event of the death of a patient, where it is practicable to do so. 
Remains will be sent by Express when a guarantee is received from the Express 
agent that the charges for transportation will be paid, otherwise they will be 
appropriately buried in the hospital cemetery, and the grave permanently 
marked, numbered and recorded. 

All correspondence concerning patients or the business of the Hospital, 
should be addressed to the Superintendent.

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Report of the Trustees. 



To the Legislature of the State of New York : 

The trustees of Willard State Hospital have the honor to sub- 
mit herewith the twenty-seventh annual report of this institution 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1895, and also, as supple- 
mentary thereto, the reports of the medical superintendent and of 
the treasurer for the same period of time. 

Movement of Population and General Results of the Year. 

There were in the hospital October 1, 1894, 1,015 men and 1,150 
women, or a total of 2,165 patients. 

There were admitted during the year ending September 30, 1895, 
153 men and 195 women, or 348 in all. 

The total number under treatment during the year was 1,168 men 
and- 1,345 women, or a. grand total of 2,513, and the average daily 
population 1,033 men and 1,155 women, or a total daily average of 
2,188 patients resident. 

There were discharged during the year 140 men and 172 women, 
or a total of 312 patients. 

There remained October 1, 1895, 1,028 men and 1,173 women, 
making a total of 2,201, which is thirty-six more patients than were 
present at the beginning of the year. 

A much larger per cent, of the admissions were curable cases 
this year, and it would be a wise measure to provide, in accordance 
with the request made last year, a new hospital structure, suitably 
adapted for the treatment of the acute cases now crowding our 
wards. 

The rate of mortality was small, being only 6.5 per cent, of the 
average number present during the year. 

Financial Status. 

The total receipts of Willard State Hospital for maintenance 
during the past fiscal year were $327,463.19. The total disburse- 
ments for maintenance during the same period were $322,623.82. 
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The general maintenance fund, balance on hand, October 1st, 1895, 
therefore was $4,839.37. 

The weekly per capitem Cost of maintenance, calculated on the 
daily average number of patients present, was $2,835. This rate of 
maintenance would have been still lower but for expense attending 
the fire and the fact of a prevailing price of some staple supplies 
higher than last year. On the whole the financial administration 
for the two years past may be said to have been very 
satisfactory as judged by the per capitem expense of main- 
tenance, which will probably be somewhat larger for the year to 
come. 

General Operations for the Year. 

The general operations of the year include the erection of new 
buildings, and general structural improvements in the main and 
detached buildings. 

A fire started in some w r ay not ascertained in the early morning 
of April 28th, 1895, and destroyed the laundry, the bakery and 
various workshops and store-rooms with their contents of goods and 
machinery. 

Contracts were made to rebuild the parts of the hospital 
burned and to make useful additional structures, and the work 
is well under way, and it is hoped we shall soon have the 
use of the new laundry, bakery and workshop and general store- 
house. 

Eight hundred feet of cast-iron suction pipe for the supply of 
lake water to the main reservoir has been added to the four hundred 
feet already down, thus making a distance of twelve hundred feet 
into the lake from which a good quality of water is now had for the 
use of this institution. 

, The foundations and walls of some of the detached buildings 
have been reconstructed and outside shoe-rooms have been built at 
others, a large amount of steam pipes have been recovered, farm 
fences • have been renewed, the wards have been generally improved 
by painting, decorating and new furniture, separate quarters for 
attendants have been constructed, the main reservoir cleaned and 
substantially cemented, and a large amount of minor repairs 
accomplished, and for full details as to the above operations, 
reference is respectfully made to the superintendent's report here- 
with included. 
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Requirements. 

For two years past an appeal has been made for funds to build a 
hospital for acute cases. These cases are distributed on the various, 
wards, causing disorder and discomfort among the other inmates, 
and they are entitled to treatment in quarters especially constructed 
for this class of cases. These acute cases are increasing steadily and 
it is deemed wise to ask $50,000 to build modern accommodations 
completely adapted for their care and treatment. 

The following list of requirements for which the reasons are 
given fully in the superintendent's report, has had our close con- 
sideration, and it is trusted that funds for all the items therein may 



be granted.

In the early part of the year Mr. N. H. Becker, of Seneca Falls, 
and Mr. C. J. Eumsey, of Ithaca, were appointed trustees of this 
hospital, but as the appointments were made in the interim of the 
session of the Senate and were not subsequently comfirmed, the 
tenure of office soon lapsed, and Mr. Henry Peterson, of Lodi, and 
Prof. J. L. Morris, of Ithaca, were appointed and still remain 
trustees of the hospital. 

During the year important changes occurred among the medical 
officers. Dr. Theo. H. Kellogg resigned his position as medical 
superintendent, to take effect November 1, 1895, and in accepting 
the resignation the trustees recorded a resolution recognizing his

Report of the Superintendent. 



To the Trustees of Willard State Hospital ; 

Gentlemen : — In accordance with custom and legal requirement, 
this report of Willard State Hospital for the fiscal year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1895, is respectfully submitted, with the usual statistical 
tables. 

Movement of Population and General Results. 

There remained in this hospital October 1, 1894, 1,015 men and 
1,150 women, making a total of 2,165 patients. 

There were admitted during the year ending September 30, 1895^ 
153 men and 195 women, making a total of 348 admissions. 

The whole number under treatment, therefore, during the year 
was 1,168 men and 1,345 women, or a total of 2,513. 

The daily average population was 1,033 men and 1,155 women, 
which makes a total daily average of 2,188 patients resident. 

There were discharged during the year 312 patients, 140 men 
and 172 women. 

Of those discharged, 26 men and 35 women, or in all 61, had re- 
covered, and 45 men and 63 women, or a total of 108, had not 
recovered, and 69 men and 74 women died. 

There remained 1,028 men and 1,173 women, or a total of 2,201 
patients, October 1, 1805. 

It thus appears that 13 more men and 23 more' women were 
present in this hospital on the last than on the first day of the year 
here reported. 

The smallest number of inmates present any day of the year was 
2,162 and the largest number was 2,214, and the daily average pop- 
ulation for the year, as above given, was 2,188. 

Facts about the admissions. — Of the 348 cases admitted during 
the year 163 were brought from their own homes, and 50 from the 
homes of relatives or friends ; 51 were transferred here from New 
York State hospitals ; 31 came from almshouses ; 23 from jails ; 15 
from hotels ; 3 from Brigham Hall ; 3 from other private hospitals ; 
3 from N. Y. State Soldiers' and Sailors' Home ; 2 from a judge's 
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office; 1 from an Old Ladies' Home; 1 from a court-house ; 1 from 
a doctor's office, and 1 from an orphan asylum. 

Of the 348 patients admitted, 152 men and 195 women, or a 
total of 345, were public and 1 man and 2 women, or 3 in all, were 
private. 

Of those admitted only 1 was under fifteen years of age and 12 
were over eighty years, and the decade from forty to fifty con- 
tained the largest number and that from fifty to sixty the second 
largest proportion of those received during the year. 

Rate of recoveries. — Most of the admissions for the year were 
chronic cases of insanity of more than one year's duration, and 56 
per cent, of them were practically incurable at the time of their 
arrival in this hospital. 

The actual recovery-rate for the year calculated on the 44 per 
cent, of curable admissions was a fraction over 39 per cent., whereas 
the rate of recoveries figured on the total number admitted for the 
year was 17.52 per cent, which, it is safe to affirm, would have been 
considerably larger had the request for a hospital for acute cases 
been granted. At any rate the result is quite favorable as compared 
w r ith previous years. 

Facts about the discharges. — Of the 169 patients discharged, 74 
went directly to their own homes and 14 to the homes of relatives ; 
48 were transferred to New York State hospitals ; 14 were turned 
over, by order of the State Commission in Lunacy, to the care of 
the Superintendents of the Poor as belonging to the idiot class ; 9 
eloped ; 7 were removed, in pursuance to chapter 172, Laws of 
1895, on the order of a judge ; 1 went to the State Custodial Asylum 
at Eome and 1 to Brigham Hall. 

Deaths.— The death-rate was unusually small. The total of 
deaths, including 69 men and 74 women, was 143. The percent- 
age of* deaths for the year on the average daily population w T as only 
6.5 per cent. 

For the seven years past 36.5 per cent, of all deaths in this hos- 
pital have been caused by diseases of the lungs, and this fact w T as 
again emphasized by a relatively high mortality from pulmonary 
affections, which accounted for 47 per cent, of all the deaths during 
the year. 

No suicide or fatal accident occurred in this hospital during the 
year. 
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Structural Improvements Accomplished. 

Keconstruction following fire. — On April 28, 1895, a fire of 
unknown origin started in the vicinity of the drying-room in the 
laundry, and it was only through the efficient and prompt service of 
a well-trained hospital fire department that the main building 
escaped. The contiguous structures were destroyed, including the 
engine-room, boiler-house, bakery, laundry, sewing-room, tailor-shop, 
mattress-room, shoe-shop and matron's store-room, and most of the 
material and machinery w r hich they contained. A temporary laun- 
dry w T as immediately provided by placing roofs over some of the 
brick walls left standing, and there w T ere placed therein five new 
brass washers, a new mangle, collar, cuff and shirt bosom ircning 
and starching machines, and in a short time the laundry work for 
the hospital was accomplished here as usual. 

In the meantime, after due advertisement, contracts were made 
for the permanent reconstruction of the destroyed parts of the hos- 
pital according to plans and specifications approved by the State 
architect. These plans are for the following structures, all of which 
are well under way and some of which are nearing completion, viz.: 
a laundry in a complete and separate building, a general store-house, 
to contain all those things now kept under the main building, a gen- 
eral sewing-room, a tailor's shop and store-room, a matron's office 
and store-room, a shoemaker's shop, a mattress-making room, and 
various other less important quarters. There is also in process of 
construction a new bakery, now containing two new Duhrkop ovens, 
large enough to bake for 3,000 persons daily, and roofs over the 
main boiler-house and old dynamo-room are among the reconstruc- 
tions following the fire. 

Suction pipe. — Another winter's storms played havoc with the 
remaining portion of the steel-riveted suction pipe in the lake and it 
has been entirely replaced by 800 feet of cast-iron pipe, through 
which the main water supply*is now taken. 

Electric light. — Additional electric light fixtures have been sup- 
plied to various parts of the institution and to the entire ground, 
and a special pipe has been laid from the main reservoir to the 
electric light plant boilers. A separate switch-board has been 
placed in Hadley Hall for the control of the auditorium and stage 
lights, and the new quarters for the male and female attendants are 
also lighted by electricity. 

Outside shoe-rooms. — Two outside shoe-rooms at D. B. 3 and two 
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also at D. B. 1 have been completed and the sixteen rooms formerly 
occupied for such purposes in these buildings are now available for 
the use of patients, who now enter the wards only in slippers after 
the removal of their boots or shoes. 

Engine, lathe and drill press. — The above machinery has been 
purchased and set in working order, and it has proved both a con- 
venience and an economy. 

Railroad rails and ties. — A certain amount of broad gauge rail- 
road has been constructed during the year. Heavier rails and new 
ties have been used, and a considerable quantity of repairs have also 
been accomplished. There still remains much to be done in this 
same direction. The new switch for the new laundry is laid and 
one for the new store-house will be required. 

Farm fences. — The old fences about the seven hundred and fifty 
acres under cultivation have been largely replaced by strong wire 
fences with durable posts, all of which are preserved by thorough 
painting, and they constitute a permanent and much needed 
improvement. 

Steam pipe covering. — A betterment which will prove an econ- 
omy of fuel as well as a household comfort this coming winter is 
the covering of steam pipes in the detached buildings, which are bo 
exposed to the piercing lake winds. At the Branch about five 
thousand feet of steam pipe covering were applied, and about four 
thousand five hundred feet at detached building No. 3. 

Tile floors. — The water sections and bath-rooms of D. B. 3 have 
been tiled in a handsome manner and the sides of the rooms, for a 
height of four feet, finished in adamant, and some spray baths 
have been added during the year to those already in use in this 
hospital. 

Foundations and Wall. — The deteriorated foundations and walls 
of D. B. 4 more especially and also of D. B. 2 have been repaired 
under the supervision of the State architect. At the Branch too 
the damaged walls were likewise put in good and safe condition 
and storm doors were also constructed, and at the Infirmary the 
back porches were rebuilt in a workmanlike manner, of good ma- 
terial. - 

Wards Improved. — All of the wards and separate rooms at D. 
B. 4 have been renovated and repainted, and several hundred pic- 
tures have been hung up and many of the wards of the main build- 
ing on the north and south wings have been likewise treated. The 
floors especially have been improved by planing and hind-finish 
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ing, which . is a laborious but successful procedure for old hard- 
wood floors. New furniture has also been purchased and put in 
use on many of the wards, which have undergone a general and 
decided improvement, also through a large number of steel ceil- 
ings which have replaced the old ones. A great need has been 
supplied on the Main South Wing by the construction of a hospi- 
tal ward in which the sick receive such careful nursing and special 
attention day and night as their emergencies demand. In the 
Main Center the visitors' room has been decorated and recarpeted, 
the corridors repainted and a toilet-room with convenient modern 
fixtures constructed according to plans of the State architect. 

Attendants' Quarters. — The old chapel has been rebuilt into 
quarters for the female attendants, so that when their day's work is 
done they can retire to a distance from the scene of their labors, 
and enjoy the quietude of their own rooms or the convenience of 
the sitting and reading-room provided for their use. It has been 
necessary to use a part of these quarters temporarily for a sewing- 
room, the old one having been destroyed by fire. 

The old Assembly hall has been made over into quarters for 
male attendants, consisting likewise of sleeping apartments and a 
general sitting and reading-room, and the upper story of the build- 
ing also is undergoing extensive alterations which will add much 
to the comfort of the employes there accommodated. A contract 
for a conduit for steam pipes which are to heat these quarters has 
been made and the work is about completed, and the old heating 
apparatus in the basement of the building will be dispensed with 
and steam will be supplied from the main-boiler house. 

Main Keservoir. — The main reservoir has been cleaned, grouted 
and cemented in a most substantial manner, and permanently fitted 
for annual cleansing by a large drainage pipe located at the lowest 
point of the pitch given to the cement bottom. 

For the first time in years this hospital has a proper receptacle 
for its main water supply. The only failure now is in the brick- 
wall filter which does not work fast enough for the enormous de- 
mands of this institution. A practical filter which will supply two 
hundred thousand gallons daily is still a great desideratum. 

Structural Improvements Needed. 

Hospital for Acute Cases. — For two years past an appeal has 
been made for means to build accommodations for the treatment 
f the largely increased number of acute cases in this hospital. 
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Space will not here permit a review of the humane, economical, 
or scientific grounds for this request. Suffice it to say that the 
best specialized treatment of acute cases cannot possibly be carried 
out without such accommodations. Had such structural facilities 
for cure and other modern means of treatment as are here requested 
"been granted by the Legislature long years ago, and put in general 
use throughout this commonwealth, many of the fifteen thousand 
chronic lunatics, now a burden on this State, would have been re- 
stored to citizenship and productive usefulness. 

It would be wise economy to expend $50,000 for the purpose 
above mentioned. 

Main Water Supply. — The renovation of the main reservoir pro- 
vides for the water supply of the larger part of the institution, but 
the Branch, the Infirmary and D. B. 3 derive from the upper reser- 
voirs water, which is in the summer not fit for drinking- or cook- 
ing, but is useful for flushing, and in case of fire, on account of the 
elevation, especially effective as affording a heavy pressure stream. 

There are several ways in which this problem of water supply for 
the Branch, Infirmary and D. B. 3 may be solved. 

In the first place, a large and permanent pumping station at the 
main reservoir might be established for forcing the water constantly 
and directly into the system of pipes of these buildings. Another 
method would be to pipe the water directly from springs to these 
places or to the lower of the three upper reservoirs after cleaning 
and cementing the same, then through the present pipes to these 
buildings. 

Again, driven wells could doubtless be relied upon to furnish 
water for this part of the hospital community . 

Finally, a radical but expensive resort would be the Holly sys- 
tem for the whole institution, deriving the water direct from the 
lake. Something should be done without further delay, and from 
$5,000 to $15,000 will be required, according to the method adopted. 
The latter sum relates more especially to the Holly system and the 
large renewal of pipe which it would necessitate. 

Forced Ventilation for Wards. — Now that funds have been granted 
for cementing the basements, and rendering them dry and fit loca- 
tions for heating of air for the use of patients, there only remains 
to be provided some system of forced ventilation to complete the 
hygienic condition of the wards. Air shafts and driving fans and 
electric motor exhaust fans should be employed at the Infirmary 
and Branch and at all the detached buildings and in the north and 
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south wings of the main building. This is the only prompt and 
efficient way to counteract the unhealthful effects of the present over- 
crowding in this hospital, which has a normal capacity of 2,100, 
and an actual population of over 2,200 patients. The old rule of 
architectural structure of 1,000 cubic feet to the inmate can with 
perfect safety be reduced to 500 cubic feet to the patient by modern 
means of ventilation. The capacity of this institution might be 
raised to 2,400 inmates by artificial renewal of air in the wards. 
To build for these two hundred additional patients would cost at 
least $120,000, and a complete system of forced ventilation for the 
wards could be introduced for about $25,000, and this is the amount 
to be sought for this purpose. 

Water Sections and Bath-rooms. — The arrangements in most of 
the water-closets and bath-rooms are old and worn. They should 
be replaced by modern fixtures, and the floors of the rooms should be 
tiled and the walls finished in hard cement. There is no minor im- 
provement that will contribute more to health and comfort than this 
one, and $5,000 will be requisite to thoroughly complete it. 

Cottage Colony. — It would be a good purchase for the State and 
desirable for many reasons for this hospital to possess and control, 
what is now known as Baileytown, which is immediately adjacent 
and consists of cottages, owned and occupied largely by married 
employes of this place. In fact, nowhere in this country are certain 
conditions of the Gheel colony so nearly repeated. If once under 
hospital control and medical supervision a large number of specially 
selected cases could be accommodated in these cottages with a 
certain enjoyment of family life and other advantages claimed for 
the Gheel colony system. 

A ready means of relief to the overcrowding in this institution 
would thus be afforded, and quarters now actually occupied by 
hospital employes would be brought under medical inspection 
and discipline, and bad features, now existing in Baileytown, would 
be abolished. Ground would also be obtained for new structures in 
which to make a fair trial of the cottage system in well adapted 
acute and convalescent cases, for the writer is convinced from his 
-experience in private practice that occasional cases of insanity 
can be most advantageously treated in isolated buildings. It would 
also be a good investment of State funds from a financial point of 
view. 

Blacksmith Shop. — The annual bill of this institution for black- 
smith work is large, and valuable time is lost by employes who 
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have to go a distance to have horses shod and repairs made. The 
hospital, as a matter of economy and convenience, should have such 
a shop right here on the grounds. The old gas house is well located 
for this use, and it is recommended that it be converted into a 
blacksmith shop, for which purpose $500 is needed. 

Ravine to be utilized. — The ravine which has served as a super- 
ficial drainage for the old gas house which is no longer used 
and for the hog pen which is soon to be abolished should be turned 
to some source of profit and pleasure. The whole ravine should 
be redeemed and ornamentally laid out as has already been done 
with the lower portion of it near the superintendent's residence. 

The hospital grounds are so intersected with railways to the 
various buildings and the branch road has become such a busy 
thoroughfare that there are really no safe and desirable prome- 
nades for the patients. The ravine presents a naturally secure and 
retired place for such walks, which by the labor of our patients could 
readily be there constructed, and it could with an expenditure of 
about $2,000 be converted into a beautiful and useful resort. 

Steel Ceilings. — As fast as the old plaster ceilings begin to fall in 
places and become dangerous they should be replaced by steel ceil- 
ings. Twenty-five such have already been put up during the past 
two years and this same plan should be followed and $2,000 should 
be asked for this object for the coming year, in addition to funds 
already on hand for the purpose. 

General Minor Repairs. — There is daily need of plastering, paint- 
ing, glazing and plumbing, and a host of little repairs and a fund 
for these little emergencies is indispensable. Five thousand dollars 
will answer for the purpose for the year to come. 

Previous Requests Ungranted. — The following previous requests 
were well considered and the same urgent reasons still exist for the 
granting of the means necessary for their accomplishment. The 
sums needed are $6,000 for the provision of ample cold storage, 
$6,000 for the removal of the old hog barn and the building of a 
new one, $5,000 for the equipment of a central bathing establish- 
ment, and $2,000 for the construction of R.R. landing stations at 
the various detached buildings. 

Occupation. 

A general idea of the work done by the inmates may be had 
from the fact that the farm and garden products springing mainly 
from their labor were estimated for the year at $19,338.95, and the 
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articles made by them were valued at $20,000.00. The daily 
average percentage engaged in useful occupation was 48.5 and it 
would have been still larger had not our workshops been destroyed 
by fire. 

The emulation among hospitals for the insane and those con- 
trolling them is so great in the direction of forcing an increased 
productiveness on the part of patients, that the danger is that over- 
work rather than insufficient occupation will be the result. It should 
not be forgotten that a diseased brain, like an injured limb or other 
organ, as a rule wants rest, and that recent and recoverable cases of 
insanity especially are remarkable for the amount of absolute repose 
which they can bear not only with immunity but with the greatest 
benefit. 

Diversions. 

There have been on the average once a week, dances or other 
entertainments for the patients. Concerts, elocutionary readings, 
theatrical performances by professional actors and amateur plays by 
hospital employes have followed in rapid succession. Baseball 
games, field-day sports, picnics and yacht rides, and out-door band- 
concerts are also to be enumerated in this connection. The daily 
school for patients has been continued, and additional reading 
matter has been furnished, and special efforts have been made daily 
in the separate wards to divert the inmates, and to "minister to the 
mind diseased." 

Medical Staff. 

The following are the changes which have occurred in the 
medical staff during the year : 

Dr. F. A.Lewis resigned and left his place as Assistant Physician, 
Nov. 27th, 1894. Dr. H. G. Hopkins was superseded at the 
Branch, Dec. 1st, 1894, by Dr. C. L. Bristol as substitute, and Dr. 
George O'Hanlon was permanently promoted to take charge of the 
Branch, Jan. 1st, 1895. Dr. Fred E. Bowlby was appointed 
Assistant Physician, Jan. 1st, 1895, and Dr. Chas. F. Sanborn 
entered the service also as Assistant Physician, Feb. 1st, 1895. Dr. 
George F. Eogan resigned his place as Medical Interne, and left the 
service Feb. 16th, 1895. Dr. Kobert E. Doran was appointed 
Assistant Physician, Feb. 19th, 1895. Dr. George B. Wheeler and 
Dr. John "W. Bussell entered the hospital service as Medical Internes, 
the former May 16th, 1895, and the latter August 1st, 1895. 
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Employes. 

The employes deserve the usual commendation for services 
faithfully performed. It is hoped that they will receive an increase 
of compensation by the uniform scale of the wages which is soon to 
go into operation in the State hospitals. The graduation of a full 
class in the Training School was an occasion of special interest, and 
appropriate exercises, with addresses and the conferring of certifi- 
cates, were held in.Hadley Hall. The graduates are rewarded by 
promotion and increased pay.

APPENDIX. 



Laws and Regulations Relating to the Insane. 



Change of Name. 

(Chapter 132, Laws of 1890.) 

Section 2. The Willard Asylum for Insane, as the same was 
authorized to be established by Chapter 342, Laws of 1865, and the 
acts supplemental thereto, shall hereafter be known and designated 
as the " Willard State Hospital." 

Division of State into Asylum Districts, and the 
Admission of Patients Therefrom. 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 1, of Chapter 126 of 
the Laws of 1890, the board for the establishment of state insane 
asylum districts and other purposes, has divided the state into state 
insane asylum districts, assigning to Willard State Hospital the 
counties of Allegany, Cayuga, Chemung, Genesee, Livingston, 
Ontario, Orleans, Schuyler, Seneca, Steuben, Tompkins, Wayne, 
Wyoming and Yates. 

(Chapter 126, Laws of 1890.) 

§ 5. Each of the state asylums for the insane shall receive 
patients, whether in an acute or chronic condition of insanity, from 
the district in which the asylum is situated. 

§ 9. In case any insane person, his relatives, guardians or friends 
may desire that he become an inmate of any state asylum situated 
beyond the limits of the district where he resides, and there be suf- 
ficient accommodations there to receive him, he may be received 
there in the discretion of the chairman of the State Commission in 
Lunacy and the superintendent of such asylum. Any expenses of 
removal, in such case, must be borne by said insane person's guardi- 
ans, relatives or friends, as the case may be. 

Transfer of Insane Patients to State Hospitals. 

The statute having made it the duty of the president of the State 
Commission in Lunacy to prescribe regulations governing the trans- 
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fer of insane patients from one state hospital to another, and from 
their residences or from poorhouses to state hospitals by relatives, 
friends or public officers, under the provisions of Sections 8 and 9 
of Chapter 126 of the Laws of 1890, it has been ordered ; 

The following rules must be observed by superintendents of state 
hospitals, by all county, city and town officials, also by relatives and 
friends when unaccompanied by a public officer, in the removal of 
insane patients to state hospitals, and in the transfer of the same 
from one state hospital to another : 

I. Patients must be in a condition of bodily cleanliness. 

II. Patients must not under any circumstances be taken from their 
residences to a poorhouse for the purpose of examination as to their 
sanity. 

III. Patients must be provided witlf the following : 
(a) One full suit of underclothing. 

(h) One full suit of outer clothing, including head-wear, boots or 
shoes. 

Between the last day of October and the last day of March, there 
shall be provided, in addition to the foregoing, a suitable overcoat 
for the men patients and a suitable shawl or cloak for the women 
patients; also gloves or mittens. Considering the great danger, 
always present, of the introduction of contagious or infectious dis- 
eases into institutions where large numbers of people are congre- 
gated, and to avoid, as far as, possible, the introduction of such 
diseases by means of wearing apparel, the clothing referred to above 
must in all cases be new. But new clothing need not be provided 
where patients are transferred from one institution for the care and 
treatment of the insane to another. 

IY. In traveling by rail patients must not be compelled to ride 
in smoking or baggage cars, except in the case of men patients who 
may be so violent, profane or obscene as to render their presence in 
ordinary passenger coaches offensive. If any portion of the route 
is to be traversed by team, a covered conveyance should, unless 
impossible, be provided. The shortest practicable route should be 
selected ; the hour of departure should be timed, so far as possible, 
as to avoid the necessity of stopping over night on the journey and 
so as not to reach the hospital at an unseasonable hour. Whenever 
practicable, a notice in advance of the coming of the patients should 
be sent by mail or telegraph, to the medical superintendent of the 
hospital. In cases of violent patients a sufficient number of attend- 
ants should be provided to control their actions without resorting to 
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the use of mechanical restraints, such as straps, ropes, chains, hand- 
cuffs, etc. Quieting medicines should not be given to such patients 
except upon the prescription of a physician. If it becomes neces- 
sary to remain over night, or for a number of hours at a station on 
the route, patients are not to be taken to jail, police station, or lock- 
up. Food in proper quantity and quality, and at intervals not 
exceeding five hours, should be provided for patients, but no alco- 
holic beverages must be given unless upon prescription of a physi- 
cian. Opportunity must be afforded for attention to the calls of 
nature, and the rules of decency must be observed. In case of 
the employment of extra attendants in conveying violent patients, 
care must be taken that they are of adult age and of good moral 
character. The provisions of the statute which require that a 
woman attendant shall accompany women patients when taken to 
state hospitals must be strictly complied with. 

V. Any violation of the requirements of this order shall be 
reported by the medical superintendent of the hospital receiving 
the patients, to the State Commission in Lunacy. 

Order of Commission in Lunacy in the Matter of Transfer 
of Patients, Dated September 30, 1893. 

I. The authorities of each state hospital are hereby directed to 
send such number of trained attendants as may be necessary to 
transfer patients, supported at public, expense, from their homes, or 
from poorhouses, as the case may be, to said state hospitals. 

II. All transfers of insane patients, as provided by this order, 
must be made in conformity with the rules prescribed in the order 
of the Commission, dated December 1, 1892, and known as form 
112. 

III. Patients supported at public expense shall be transported 
only by such public officers as are herein named, but relatives or 
friends may transfer or accompany such patients at their own 
expense. 

IV. This order shall be in effect on and after October 1, 1893. 

- Commitment of Patients. 

(Chapter 446, Laws of 1874.) 
Section 1. No person shall be committed to or confined as a 
patient in any asylum, public or private, or in any institution, home 
or retreat for the care and treatment of the insane, except upon 
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the certificate of two physicians, under oath, setting forth the 
insanity of such person. But no person shall be held in confine- 
ment in any such asylum for more than five days, unless within 
that time such certificate be approved by a judge or justice of a 
court of record of the county or district in which the alleged 
lunatic resides, and said judge or justice may institute inquiry and 
take proofs as to any alleged lunacy before approving or disap- 
proving of such certificate, and such judge or justice may, in his 
discretion, call a jury in each case to determine the question of 
lunacy. 

§ 2. It shall not be lawful for any physician to certify to the insan- 
ity of any person for the purpose of securing his commitment to an 
asylum, unless said physician be of reputable character, a gradu- 
ate of some incorporated medical college, a permanent resident of 
the state, and shall have been in the actual practice of his pro- 
fession for at least three years. And such qualifications shall be 
certified to by a judge of any court of record. J^o certificate of 
insanity shall be made except after a personal examination of the 
party alleged to be insane, and according to forms prescribed by 
the State Commission in Lunacy (these blank forms may be obtained 
free upon application to the State Commission in Lunacy, county 
clerks, superintendents of the poor and superintendents of asylums 
or hospitals for the insane), and every such certificate shall bear date 
of not more than ten days prior to such commitment. 

§ 3. It shall not be lawful for any physician to certify to the 
insanity of any person for the purpose of committing him to an 
asylum of which the said physician is either the superintendent, 
proprietor, an officer, or a regular professional attendant therein. 

(Chapter 283, Laws of 1889, as amended by Chapter 273, Laws 

of 1890.) 

■ § 7, * * # One year after the date of the passage 
of this act [May 14, 1889 J, it shall not be lawful for any medical 
examiner in lunacy to make a certificate of insanity'for the purpose 
of committing any person to custody unless a certified copy of 
his certificate has been so filed and its receipt in the office of the 
Commission (State Commission in Lunacy) as above provided, has 
been acknowledged. 

These blanks may be obtained free upon application to the State 
Commission in Lunacy, county clerks, superintendents of the poor, 
and the superintendents of asylums, or hospitals for the insane. 
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In addition to the medical certificate of two physicians, sworn to 
and approved by a judge in the county in which the patient resides, 
there must be presented at the time of admission of a patient, 
either an order from the superintendent of the poor, or the county 
judge, or a bond (in case of private patient), guaranteeing the 
amount charged for care and treatment. 

Admission of Private Patients to the State Hospitals for 

the Insane. 

The following is a copy of the order issued by the State Com- 
mission in Lunacy, in regard to the admission of private patients : 

Oh and after October 1, 1891, no private or pay patient in any 
state hospital will be permitted to occupy more than one room for 
his or her personal use or behoof, or to command the exclusive ser- 
vices of an attendant ; and, hereafter, there shall be no distinction 
allowed between private and public patients in respect to the scale 
or care and accommodations furnished them. 

Whenever the managers or trustees shall determine that vacancies 
exist, private or pay patients may be admitted by them without 
further restriction, at a rate of compensation not to exceed ten dol- 
lars per week, preference to be given in all cases to patients of small 
or moderate means. 

Transfer of Patients from One Institution to Another. 

At a regular quarterly meeting of the State Commission in Lunacy, 
held at the Capitol, in the city of Albany, July 2, 1890, the follow- 
ing order was made : 

I. No inmate shall be transferred from one institution for the care 
and treatment of the insane to another, except upon the following 
terms and conditions : 

(a) An application in writing setting forth the reasons for such 
transfer shall be made to the Commission by the medical superin- 
tendent or officer in charge of the institution from which the trans- 
fer is sought to be made. 

(i) An order of transfer in writing, attested by its secretary, must 
be obtained from the Commission. 

(c) The order of transfer must be filed in the institution from which 
the transfer is made, and a certified copy of the same, together with 
a certified copy of the medical certificate of lunacy, must be filed in 
the institution to which the transfer is made. 
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(d) The medical superintendent of the institution to which the 
transfer is made, shall, within ten days after the receipt of the 
patient, notify the Commission of the fact and the date thereof, but 
a copy of the medical certificate of lunacy need not accompany the 
notice. 

II. This order shall not apply to either of the following cases : 

(a) Inmates of the State Asylum for Insane Criminals, or patients 
committed upon " criminal orders." 

(b) Patients ordered transferred by the Commission, upon its own 
motion. 

Discharge of Patients. 

(Chapter 172.) 

AN ACT to provide for the discharge of insane patients from state 
hospitals, and to amend section twenty-four of chapter four hun- 
dred and forty-six of the laws of eighteen hundred and seventy- 
four. 

The People of the state of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Section twenty-four, title three, of chapter four hun- 
dred and forty-six of the laws of eighteen hundred and seventy -four, 
entitled " An act to revise and consolidate the statutes of the state 
relating to the care and custody of the insane, the management of 
the asylums for their treatment and safe-keeping and the duties of 
the State Commission in Lunacy," is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows : 

§ 24. The managers of a state hospital may authorize the super- 
intendent, on his written certificate, being filed with the secretary of 
the board of managers, to discharge any patient, except one held 
upon an order of a court or judge having criminal jurisdiction in an 
action or proceeding arising out of a criminal offense, at any time, 
as follows : 

I. A patient who, in his judgment, is recovered. 

II. Any patient who is not recovered, but whose discharge, in the 
judgment of the superintendent, will not be detrimental to the 
public welfare ; provided, however, that before making such cer- 
tificate the superintendent shall satisfy himself, by sufficient proof, 
that friends or relatives of the patient are willing and financially 
able to receive and properly care for such patient after his dis- 
charge. ]STo patient shall be otherwise discharged, except upon the 
approval of a judge of a court of record, after first having heard the 
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superintendent, and upon the production, hearing and filing of a 
certified copy of the patient's history as it is entered in the case- 
book. 

§ 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Visitation of Patients and of the Hospital. 

I. For the purpose of enabling the public to obtain a correct 
knowledge of the arrangement and management of a hospital for 
the insane, and of doing so without interference with the regular 
duties of the officers, and the transaction of necessary business, 
visitors, in limited numbers, will be admitted to such portions of the 
house as may be occupied by quiet patients, between the hours of 
two and five in the afternoon of every day of the week, excepting 
Sunday, Saturday and holidays. 

II. Exceptions to this rule may be made in favor of public 
officers, persons connected with public institutions and relatives of 
patients. . 

III. Visitors will not be permitted to enter the wards, pass to 
the rear of the building, or approach the windows from the outside 
for conversation, unless accompanied by a resident officer. 

IV. The person appointed to conduct visitors through the wards 
will not be permitted to converse about patients by name, or to 
point them out, and visitors are requested to observe an appropriate 
discretion in this respect. 

V. Persons wishing to see patients, or learn their condition, 
should make inquiry of the superintendent, or one of the assistant 
physicians, at the medical office. As a rule, information concern- 
ing patients will be furnished only to relatives and public officers. 

Service of Legal Paper upon Insane Patients. 

By direction of the State Commission in Lunacy, the superinten- 
dent or officer in charge of an institution for the care and treatment 
of the insane cannot permit the service of any legal process what- 
ever upon any insane patient, except upon the order of a judge of 
a court of record, which shows that the judge had notice of the 
fact that the person sought to be served was, at the date of the 
order, an inmate of such institution. 

It is also directed, that no insane person be permitted to sign any 
bill, check, draft, or other evidence of indebtedness, or to execute 
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any contract, deed, mortgage or other legal conveyance, except upon 
the order of a judge of a court of record, which shows that the 
judge had notice of the fact that the person whose signature is 
songht to be obtained was at the date of the order, an inmate of an 
institution for the care and treatment of the insane. 

Correspondence, Etc. 

Applications for the admission of patients should, when prac- 
ticable, be u ade in advance of bringing them to the hospital, and 
each patient should be accompanied by some person competent to 
furnish a history of the case. 

Letters are not written to friends of patients at stated intervals, 
but only in reply to letters of inquiry, and in case of sickness or 
death, it is desirable to have but one correspondent for each 
patient. 

The correspondent will be informed by telegraph in case of the 
serious sickness, or in the event of the death of a patient, where it 
is practicable to do so. Eemains will be sent by express when a 
guarantee is received from the express agent that the charges for 
transportation will be paid, otherwise they will be appropriately 
buried in the hospital cemetery, and the grave permanently marked, 
numbered and recorded.
